And that which fils upthe meaſure of rhe Mercy, in all this there was not onedrep of bloud ſpilt. I (hall not for the preſent un- 
dertake to give you the particulars,only a briefe and ſhort accompt: Thar is to ſay,inthe General!, P/askerdy,Brother to the Earle of 
Seaforth, the Lord of Cromarcy, Maſter Montroe of Lemlaire, and Collonell Fraſer, having by their power drawn a very conſiderab'c 
Body together, did thereby much encourage thoſe of their FaRtion, eſpecially in that parr of the Country, to joyne with them. 
But the Lievtenant-Generall approaching towards them, the Lord ſtrucke them with ſuch feare and terrour,that of themſelves they 
mouldred away to nothing : Inſomuch that their Leaders were neceſfirated to ſecure themſelves with their owne Followers at the 
next ſafe Paſſages 3 where they were all ſurpriſed by the Lievtenant-Generall, and are all now (as I aid before) his Priſoners at 
Mercy. In this we behold a Morning-Star appearing, which gives us hopes of a glorious Riſing-Sun, and yet we ſee more,and look

Hat this Nation, and the Nations of Scotland and Treland concerned with it, 
arc at preſent in (ſuch a poſture, and under fuch circumfiances, as give jult rca- 
fon both of fear and care more-then ordinary both to Rulers and People, is to 
without doubt, that it needs no proot z and that we are in a dangerous Feavzr, 
in regard both to our Civil and Religious lnterett, all in their wits muſt know: which 
Diſcaſe, albeit it be now in the opinion of moſi come to a Criſis, yet few can determine 
wiether it will end in a natural cool, or prove a diſtemper yet more dangerous and deadly; 
And truly, at this time we arc fo far happy, that though the Evil be great which threats 
neth us, yet the Cauſe ther:of is very manitelt, ſo that we are not put to the diſadvantage 
of an uncertain ſearch in that matter. We (ee all this trouble proceeds trom a pretence 


of Religion, an Opinion that mien have dravk in, that tor and becauſe of Religion. they 
ought to concern t 1cmiclves in the Civil Government of the Nations. vea (o tis 
overturn it, it othcrwile the advancement of their Religion cannot b: cured, Ho 
much this Opinio1, albeit managed by men vaitily dirteringy, as to the Keitgton they won!d 
advance, has wrought to the fhaking of theſe Nations, tew can be ignorant s 15 47 it 
ſcems high time, and no ſcaſun more opportune then now, toat this uettion were tully 


decided, Wiat is the Intereſt of Religion in Policy: ov Civil Government \ and a141, of 
Policy and Civil Government in Religioa ? And bow far men upon the account of Religion 
may and ought to meddle in the Government, or with the Governours ; and again, how: 
far the Civil Mzgiſtrate, 4s ſuch, ought to concern bimſelf in the Conſtiences of the Peopte ? 
that if pollible, ſuch Principlcs may be pitched upon, agrecable to the nature of Chriſti 
nity, and to the ſoundeſt Principles of, Government, by which men may-be poſſeiſed with

the whole tra ot the Hebrew H itory trom Heber to Moſes, (tor of the particular ſtate of 
the 7. ws I ſhall ſpeak anon ) doth ſhew, that the matter of Religion was wholly diſtin&t 
from the outward Policy and Government then uſed in the World, Facob lived in Liban's 
Family, though diff. ring from them and Joſeph among the Exyptizns, with which Super. 
ftitious Nation we cannot ſuppoſe he joyned in Worſhip, and yet was both a faithful 
triend to Pharoab, and conliderable Ruler over the Peop!e, Morcover, if the true ground 
and rife of Government be conſidered, this will more appear 3, for a!l Lzwy:rs and 
States-men derive the firſt grounds of Governm: nt, from the Poſterity of Noab?s Sons after 
the Floud, and do ſhrw how through necethity, R:aſon and the Law of Nature cd them 
thereunto tor the Law of Nature giving to every man a natural and patcroal Juriſdicti» 
on over his own Family, when as the increaſe of Mankind, and neccility of Commerce, 
gave occaſion for feveral Familics to be concerned together, and that theſe concernments 
bcyort Controverties needful to be determined, and that every Family fiood upon cqual 
foor as to Authorirv, and to decide by Force would prove deſtructive. and not neceſſarily 
be jutt, and tht It was unfht every man ſhould be Judge in his own caulc ; therefore 
R-alon lcd them to chuſe men of approved Juſtice and Honcfty, to whom all diff. rences 
were remi-red, and whoſe decitions {crved as Laws, and were readily ſubmitted ro, the 
pirtics rcfting in the aſſurance of their equity : and this all Lawyers generally acknows 
I dge was the hr't foundation of Civil Governm..nt, in the joynt agreement of ſeveral Fa- 
milics 3 from whence aroſe the luitirutionot Cities, and from their Intcreft in the Coune 
try about the divitiun of Provinces and Kingdoms. Now as in the firſt part of Govern» 
mcnt in Fimilics, the Authority food in one. viz. in the Father ot the Fam ly; fo they 
uſually choſe one tor th. Gvernmenrt of joynt Fami'ies, who thence were called Kings 
and this was the O.1ginal of Monar. hy * whom the opinion of Honcſty, Knowledge and 
Juſtice. moſt read.ly and without tear of Emulation advanced to that dignity, whoſe Judg»= 
ment and Wl} an{wcring to the cauſe of their advancement, was « Law to the People, 
Aiterwards when the reſpe& put up»n theſe Rulers or Ki! gs, and the advantage thence 
accruing, increaſe], +1 began to be ambitious of the 1+ p'oyment, and from thence to 
uſe their wfl noo oo obtarn fr, rom which follawed Faction, and often Bloudſhed, 
which made men il! upon the rnpdient of Tetting the Government reſt upon the Chil- 
Iren of thoſe wiio formerly has pofiefſed it, the Veneration of their Ezthers, and the ſup- 
poltion and expecation tiiy might inherit their Farhers Virtues, greatly contributing 
thereto 3 which laid the | wundation oft H reditary Monarchy, But when the Primitive 
ſimplicity and integrity of th fe {ct Ages bopan to wear out, and that thoſe Kings did 
extend and advance th: Authoricy they derived fro their Vrodeceffors, but loft their 
Equity and Juſtice 3 and: fince the ancient and entire confidence put in the firlt Rulers, had 
made their Government, and conſequently their Succefſors, unlimited, it depending upon 
Will, and not qualihed by any Laws, whereot there were not written at that time : Thus 
Monarchy degenerated into Tyranny, as appeared in Nimrod, and his Succeffors, the Kings 
of Aſſyria, which gavea riſe, as many judge, to the Intiigution of Commonwealths amongſt 
the Grecians and others, | 

Now. during theſe times, although the number of thoſe that truly feared God. and re- 
tained any ſenſe of pure Religion, were very few, and for moſt part ( at Jeatt fo far as is 
conveyed tous.) in the Family and Succetfion of Abraham ; yer that inward and univerſal 
Teſtimonyvf a Deity, implanted in the hearts of all men, ( as all ſorts of Chrittians ac- 
knowledge) did fo far influence men, as to fet their thoughts abour Religion; for as 
Cicero ſays, Nulla Gens tam Barbara que Denm aliquem nou agnoſcat : fince it is molt certain, 
that Juſtice will gain a Teſtimony in the hearts of the moſt barbarous, the ancicnt Venera- 
tion and_cſteem to the great Juftice and Equity of thofe Primitive Rulers, bring fixed in 
mens minds, and heightned 'by the depravation of their Succefſors ; and this compared 
with daily-benchts afforded to men in the courſe of Providence, begot a belicf that theſe 
things were:the Gifts of theſe Good Kings now-in Heaven, from whence they came to be 

yed urito, and reputed Gods: And thus thoſe things that did ſeemimthediarely to convey 
thoſe benefits, as the Sun, Moon, and Stars, came after to be adored, from whence ſprung 
the Religion.of| divexs Nations 3 and thus as any Nation'game to receive' Power and Do- 
mination over. others, thoſe Gnds became-more univerſally to be received.” Now'whiercas 
Religlon among the Gentiles had its riſe for the moſt part hence, ſo every Nation had their 
particular Deities, among the Romans called Pexates, which they were devoted'to. The 


caſe being thus, the mixture of Religion with Poiicy grew infenſibly, fince all che G _ 
| generally

generally eſteemed it a duty to worſhip the Gods of that place and Coun” acy cam? to, 
as judging they had a ſort of diftin& and peculiar Juriſdiction ther &re was little 
occation of oblerving here a diſtin&t Intereſt, becauſe there was no man wefiim the liberty 
of exerciling it: fo tar had blindneſs and Idolatry overgrown the World. In which ſtate 
things continued for many Ages, until Daniel and the Three Children, after the carrying 
awzy of the Jews by Nebuchadnezzar, gave a riſe rightly to diſtinguith and clear the 
Marches betwixt Religion and Policy, and claim the liberty ct the one, without prejudice 
to the other 3, for this making, Religion neceſſary to Policy, took" its firength from the uns 
limitcd Tyranny of the Aſſyrian Monarchy, and was the fruits of an Arbitrary Power, 
ſtanding and exerciſed in the ſuperlative degree; ( and it's obſervable, that where thre is 
molt ot that fort of Government, there this, to this day, molt prevails ; this bcing mott 
ſuitable to meer Tyranny, and contrary to a ſolid and wcell-ba!linced Government : ) for 
fiich being the (tate of the Aſſyrian Monarchy, as all wcll read therein know, the Flattercrs 
ot ch:{: Kings poſſcfſed them with a belict, that the Authority of no Power even in mat- 
ters of Region, was to be acknowledged, nor even the Counſel of any Dzity fougitt to, 
abovc or bciides that of the King 3 for they did not bui!d the reafon of Ob-dience, upon 
the intrintical ver/ty of the thing commanded by the King, as thoſe that pres the ſame 
thing now would fee co do, or tor thame pretend ro doz but mccriy upon the Will and 
Command of the Prince, whom they think ought not to be d:lobcyed, whatever he com- 
minded, whoſe Will they would have to be the only rule of mens Actions in 4'l thing: : 
Hence came the tury of Nebrchadnezzar again(t the Three Children. tor not obcying him, 
Dax. ;. in falling down before his Golden Image; and againſt Dantel, for praying with 
the W :1dows open towards Jeruſalem; for neither of them are charged for doing any 
thing prejudicial to the Srate, and except in this, were found faithtul Servants to the 
Kug in other things wherein they were imployed. And as none will readily juſtitie the 
Aſſyrian King 1o his doings, whereot himſeif greatly repent«d, fo the Imployments he be- 
ſtowed uvon thoſe and other Fews, and wherein they proved uſcful and faithful ro him, 
doth fufhciencly thew, that the diſtin Intercits of Relzgion and Policy under one Prince, 
may wcll be found without prejudice either to Prince or Pcop!e. The lik: may be obſcr- 
ved in the caſe of Ahaſuerws., who was influenced by Hamay to give out an Edit tor the 
defiruQion of the J-ws z the reaſon whereot urged by H:man was, that they chad Laws 
diflercnt from the Kings Laws, and therefore it was not for the Kings profit to ſuffer 
th:m. IT nced not beſtow pains to refute Hamer's reaſon, fince mott men will con- 
demn it. | 

The ſame thing took place for the ſame cauſe in Nero, and the reſt cf the Emperors who 
perſecuted the Chriſtians; for the picty and ancirnt equity and fobriety of the Romans 
wearing out, and the corruption, degeneracy and effeminacy of the Eaſtern Nations pre- 
vailing, ſo as the Emperors would be reputed and adored as Gods, trience came their cn- 
deavouring to oblige men to acknowledge no God but their Will and Pleaſure, and no 
Religion but what depended thereon; thence they made Religion a neceffary part of Go- 
vernment, And thus I have bricfly traced things until ſuch time as Chriſtianity came to be 
eſtabiiſhed by Law, and Chriſtians came to be Magiſtrates, 

After that Chriſtianity came to be received in the Courts of Princes, and that the Em- 
perors became Chriſtians, their honeſt zeal was foon abuſed by the corruption and co- 
vetouſnels of the Clergy, who for their own ends firſt poſſe(s'd them with a belicf that 
they ought to ſeek to icttle and eſtabliſh Chriſtian Religion by their Force and Power, and 
that it did much contribute to their Spiritual advantage to beſtow large Revenues upon 
the Clergy, and that as Supreme Magiſtrate he hal a care and ſuperintendency over the 
Church; in meddling with which the Emperor Co-ſtantine found himſclf quickly not a 
little embarafſed, when he could not find a way to fatistie the Clergy, when they came to 
quarrel among themſelves; and fo each Party afterwards in the differences of theſe 
Times, as they could draw the Emperor to their fide, made uſe of this Power of the Ma- 
giſtrate in matters of Religion, for the deſtroying each other : until at laſt by the grow- 
ing of Superſtition, and other great ſhakings which hapned to the Roman Empire, the 
Pope inſtead of being ſubje& to the Emperor, and appointed by him, ( which he w.s for 
ſeveral Centuries ) made a ſhift to turn him by degrees out of Taly, eſtabliſh to himſelf a 
Femporal Juriſdiction in Rome, as being forfooth Peters Patrimony, and at laſt not only to 
be independant from the Emperor, but ſuperiour to him, as by the tra even of their own 
Hiſtorians is manifeſt, and known to all thbſe who have read the fiory of Hildebrand and 

others. And thus by the like means ſeveral Biſhops in Germany, and other places, abufing 
the zcal and ignorance of the people, came into the poſſethon of great AYSIIT 
dictions ;

dictionsz a Lpot only fo, but in all Nations of Europe they obtaincd a place in the Go- 
venwent, at, ©came a diſtinct State z by means of which, having an immediite depen- 
dancc upon theweepe, he came to exerciſe an Univerſal Monarchy in the Chriſtian World : 
And t!1us Religion came to be a part of Civil Government among Chriſtians, 

And it is greatly to be regretted, that in the Reformation this was not rooted out, 
but in a great meaſure retained not only by the Lutherans, bat even by the Calviniſts : $9 
that although thoſz who follow the Geneva Diſcipline, do pretend to abſtract the Clergy 
from meddling in State, yet their method of proceeding, proves at laſt the ſame 3 tor while 
thcy lay an obligation upon the Magiſtrate, under pretence of taking care for the Cauſe and 
Church of Chritt, to cttabliſh one fort of form of Religion, and ruine all others 3 whercin 
he mult ſteer by the Clergies Compaſs, or otherwiſe have the people blown up unto a 
Sedition from the Pulpit ; So that experience hath proved, that under the Government of 
Prcosbytery, ( ſpecially as it was improved in Scotland, where it came to its height ) the 
inſolency and imperiouſncſs of the Clergy became no lefs troublelome and unſupportable 
to the Magiltratcs, then that of Biſhops, whether Papal or Protettant ; fo that it is mani. 
felt, the altcring from one form to another, hath not curcd theſe Nations of the miſchicts 
that therethrough has attended them, ſo long as that fundamental Error is entertained, 
of making, Religion a part of the Civil Government, Now this brict Hifiorical hint doth 
abundantly ſhew, how theſe Intereſts are diſtin, and ought not be jumbled together : 
To which I ſhall add theſe brick Contiderations. - 

Firlt, Becauſe Religion and Policy, or Chriſtianity and Magiſtracy, are two diftin& 
things, have two different ends, and may be fully proſecuted without relpet one to the 
other z the one is for the purifying and cleanting the Soul, and titting it for a future fate 3 
the other is for the maintenance and preſerving of Civil Society, in order to the outward 
conveniency and accommodation of men in this World. A Magiſtrate 15 a true and rea! 
Magiltratc, though not a Chriſtian 3 as well as a man is a true and rcal Chriltian, without 
bcing, a Magiltrate. Chriſtianity, far leſs this or that form of it, doth not belong to the 
being of Magiſtracy ; clſe the Apoſiles and Primitive Chriſtians could not have acknow= 
Icedged the Heathens to have been their lawful Magiſtrates and Superiors, as thcy did, and 
taught their Diſciples ſo to do, as appeared in the practice of the Primitive Chriſtians 
bctorementioned, 

Secondly, Chriſt ſays expreſly, bis Kingdom is not of this Warld ; the thing he came 
for is a butine diftinft from the exicrnal Government of the World, and hath no ne- 
ccary connexion thereto 3 and therefore there doth not appear any une faying, of his or 
his Followers, to warrant Magiſirates as ſuch to meddle in Religion, or to warrant his 
Diſciples and Followers as ſuch to meddle with the outward Government of the Nations - 
And truly the diſmal ctfe&s this has produced, both to the ruine of Chriſtianity and Civil 
Government, may convince thoſe that are not byaſſed by particular Intereſt, (as all Clergy- 
men, both Pope, Prelate and Presbyter generally are ) and love the good and advancement 
cither of Chriltianity or Civil Government, that it is high time to avoid this ſnare. 

To this the ſtate of the Fews is uſually objected, whoſe Religion and Government was 
mixed together : But that ſaying of Chriſt abovementioned is thercunto a ſufficient An 
{wer, for they had an outward-Kingdom, which Chrilt came not to eftabliſh, neither for 
himſelf nor Followers; and theirs related to a particular Race or Family, which is noe 
the caſe now : belides that their outward Policy was by Revelation expreſly given them 
of God, who gave them Rulers, Judges, Kings, oftentimes by the particular appointment 
of his Prophets, without reſpe& cither to hereditary Right, or the choice of the People z 
and unleſs we would plcad for the like thing now, which none 1 krow of do. I mean of 
thoſe that ſirive for the Government, there can be nothing rationaliy urged from the ſtate 
of the Jews in this matter. 

But ſome may be apt to fay, that there is a neceſſity that Religion andPolicy be inter- 
laced, becauſe theſe things are a part of Religion, which are of abſolute necethity to Go- 
vernment ; ſuch as the ſuppreſſing of Murther, Adultery, Theft , Perjury , which ſurely 
belongs to the Magiſtrates to punith. To this I anſwer, It is true it belongs to the Magi- 
ſtrate to puniſh ſuch like crimes; but as theſe things are contrary to the Law of God, and 
fuch as Religion ſirikes againlt, ſo they are injurious to Civil Soctety, and tend to deſtroy 
it 3 and therefore come under the Magiſtrates cognizance in this reſpect, or under this r%- 
duplication, and not upon tke meer Religious account 3, tor whatever is:defiructive or in- 
jurious to Civil Socicty, comes to be puniſhed by the Magittrate-uwpon that ſcore, without 
relpet to its concern in Chriltianity :. as we fee thele things were punithable by the M#- 


giſtrates in all well-regulated Kingdoms and Commonwealths 'ainong the Heathens, where 
they 
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they could not he carifidered as any part of the Chriſtian Religion. Not that I deny, 

where both Magiltratc.and People are Chriftian, and agreed in the acknowledgment that 

ſuch things are not only hurtful to Civil Society, but deftructive ro their jrumortal S2uls, 
he may improve that xcaſon to-:deterrithe people from theſe evils; as a} Þ bear home to 
them the juſtice of 4þe proiſhment<;/- but this he does not limply;as a N..giltrate, but as a 

Chriſtian, even as ſuch Magiſirates among! the' Heathens as were Philoſophers ſome- 

times,uſcd to do.;ir / (201 5 

To his I ſuppoſe it .may be alſo xcadily objected, That according tv this Principle both 
Papjfts, Presbyters,: Anabaptiſts,-yea ſuch as were John of L-ydta ang his Complices; may 
agdiought,t9 be tokerarcd, if the Magittrate has nothing to do with 'the Conſciences of his 
Sabjets {And againcit the MagiGrate.ſhould become auy,of chefe, the People ought quictly 
to:baar:it. To this I anſwer, 'and;ipdeed herein the extellenty ofthis fundamental Prin-

Religion, but a. politick contrivance long; hatched by che Biſhop, of Rome and his 
Dependants, for eliabliſhing to himſelf a tirm Monatchy,in the World, and therefore ought 
to be: guarded"agginſt.and puniſbed-by the Magifirate, not as Exvrars in Religion, but as 
deſtraQive to the Government. If jt be ſaid, all Papilis believe and.grolels, andre ready to 
praRiſe theſe things : To that Iſay,then in fo far they are lyable ang ought to-be putiſked, 
and not tolerated: But let the rezſon of our procedure & ſentence againtt them be, not their 
opinion in things meerly Religious, but their: deſtruQtivencis to Civil Government : Thus if 
Wc gg npon this ſound Principle,we ſhall prelerys the honour, of F{Eieavly Chriltjan & Pro-

Let the Magiſtratecntertain juch Principles as beſt likes him, in, matters that; are purely 
Religious + buts.jf_he will entertain ſuch as are;deftructive to the Government, 'by which 
he-intringes the priviledges of the people, and will rob them of their Lives, Liberties and 
ERates, nicerly upon the account of Religion, # rtainly they have'great reaſon to beware 
how they came under ſuch a Yoak 3 which they can do without any blemiſh, and with full 
FRcation in theface of the Nations, ſince they deny not the Magiltrare the exerciſe of 

is Religion for himſelf : and herein the people allo may be f1ifficiently ſecured, whatever 
be.the Magiſtrates Religion, if thus pounded, as in the application to the ſtate of things 
here in England, and Scotland allo, will appear, to which I now proceed. 

It, is to be conkidered, that theſe Nations having; been long involved in a Civil War, 
through which a new. people (not. formerly, or but little known) have grown up, who as 
men have or ought to have an intereſt in the ſame Immunitics, Freedoms and Priviledges 
with the xcſt, as to Civil things at leaſt; for clſc in England the Papiſt might plead Magna 
Charta, that all but they ought to be extruded the Nation, or be }yable to ſuch troubles as 
might make it-to0.hot for them to ſtay in 3 and fo in Scetland and Ireland, if not by the 
ſame, yet by other mediams : (o that as to the Spiritual Conſtitution, or the Civil Govern- 
ment of theſe Nations as to Spiricual things the Laws have not been as thoſe of the 
Medes and Perſiang, but have received alterations according to, the necetfity and conve- 
niency of times; that thoſe who have given the Law, and in and for whole favour, for 
whoſe protetion the Laws were expreſly made, had them turned againſt them, and for the 
protection of thoſe againſt whom the Laws were made.

go forward and ſee whether they have not Eftabliſhed our Religion, and Proteted 
our Liberties by Ads ſuitable to this. + Into our Religion they have Introduc'd the 
Doctrine of Depoſing Princes, breaking Faith with Hereticks, Abſolving Subjeits from 


their Allegiance, and into our Politicks, Eleive Monarchy, a Civil Tranſubſtantion 
by a Hoc eſt Parliamentum, A Suſpenſion of Oathes and Teſts, and of the Habeas

niſheth away, and ihrce more come 1n (ight, all having ghaſtly looks, not only 
reſembling the fiate of Death ſimply conlidered as reterring to the Body, but 
alſo a more terrible eſtate as referring to the Soul 3 theſe with one voice cry out, 
We ( together with the other two that went before ) are the five men lately Fxecuted 
at Tyburn, upon the account of Treaſon againſt the King, for conſpiring his Death, 
and the change of Government : Go ye therefore and acquaint the I iving, That gs 
our I ife did endeavour to create, ſo our Death has not removed, the Dangers of Eng- 
land, but they will accompliſh the deſigned end, unleſs the repentance of the Nation, 
and convition and care of thoſe that ſit at the Helm, give a ſpeedy prevention. 
Having delivered thele words with much concernednels, they all immediately 
diſappear'd, and there only remained ſuch a dark Fog, that the two Travellers 
were nct able to ſee each other; and a Voice out of the Cloud delivered it ſelf 
in this wiſe : The light of our [ ife ſeems at preſent tobe put out in this vifible World, 
but who ſhall queneh that fire which is kindled among thoſe dark and black Coals, 
which we helped to pile together under obſcurity, while we converſed among the Lj- 
ving 2 for here lies the ſirange difficulty, a danger ſcarcely to be overcome. As ſoon 
as this thort Speech was delivered, there did a palkenels appear through the dark 
Cloud, and after that it became ſo clearly light, that thele two Travellers ſaw 
each other, as alſo the perſonated Appearance of thole Five Executed men, 
cloathed with pale Garments, who preſently tell into contention about the way 
and manner Fow the Diſcovery of their Diſquiet ſhould be made, whether to 
thoſe that rejoyced, or thoſe that mourned at their Fall ; if to thoſe that re- 
joyced, then it would confirm the being of a Popiſh F lot, ſtrengthen the Prote- 
ftants in their ill opinion of theRowanifts, and blemiſh their own Reputation, 
and moke them appear to be what the World ſaid of them, Men of turbulent 
and obſtinate minds, ſuch as accounted any thing to be juſt and good, that was 
once owned and projected by them, though rever ſo treacherous, vile and baſe ; 
if diſcovered ro thoſe that mourned at their Fall, then it would either aggra- 
vate their ſorrow into a lang debate, what to do with their Principles which 
were & much queſtioned after the dying ſtate, ſo hazardous to Peace and Falſe 
n the imv$ble Woild ; or elſe it would make them ſuddenly leave their way 
of ProfelitÞn, as hateful and to be declmed by all thoſe that have any inclination 
e- be at Eaſe and Rt [t, when gone out of the Pody * Theſe were the apprehert- 
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fions of ſume of them. Others were for haunting the abode of thoſe more Poli- 
tick men, though of never fo great a Name and Place, who brought them into 
danger, and puihed them on when in it, even unto Death, and an obſtinate de- 
nial of aJl their Guilt at the laſt gaſp of Life, only to confirm their own ſafety, or 
to promote an erroneous belief of the Virtue and Innocence of that way, which 
is founded npon the unproved Traditions of the moſt groſs ſort of Chriſtians in 
the World, into which they themſelves were trepann'd by a blinder manner of 
Education, or long abiding in thoſe Towns or Dominions where better Truths, 
and purer Chriſtianity were not admitted to dilplay themſelves, leſt the Policy 
and Grandeur of the Romiſh Church-men ſhould be demoliſhed, by the Kings 
and Princes governing the Chriſtian World. Theſe debates were not clearly 
ended by the whole number, but rather concluded by a confuſed murmur of 
every one 1n a ſeparate Voice, ſhewing their Diſquiet too great to be ended in 
a conjoyned Body, without longer debates, and more time and leiſure given to 
think what toſay. But the forementioned Travellers being amazed at what was 
ſaid, together with the confuſion that ſeemed to end the Conſult, having no power 
. to make enquiry into the matter, were endeavouring to get forward that they 
might purſue their Journey ; when he that firſt ſtopped Mr. Loe upon the Road, 
took hold of him, and ſaid, Remember, Friend, that we died more pon the account 
of Tolicy, than Religion ; I mean, as far as we were voluntary in our Deaths, de- 
ſigning to humour the fancy of ſome Greater than onr ſelves, and yet hoping to arrive 
at Saintſhip and a glorious memory , but yet here we feel our jelves under a violent 
ſting of «© onſcience, and under that Diſquietude which threatens a long date before it 
draw to an end, if it end at all. No ſooner was this delivered, but all the other 
four ſhew themſclves, and ſpeak ſomething of a like reſemblance, but with great 
confuſion, conltantly mixing promiſes and threats, and ſighs and grvans toge- 
ther; and at the Jaſt, with one very deep and moſt lamentable Groax, theſe Ap- 
pearances all begm to tremble, and at firſt fall into a greſs and dark Cloud, 
which at length grew brighter and brighter, till at laſt it was wholly dwindled 
away into a purer Air. 

This delivered theſe two Gentlemen from their interruption, giving them 
leave ro purſue their Journey, but did not deliver them from their wondering 
and diſcourling upon the ſame, in an extraordinary manner : They had not 
gone very far, before their wondering grew ſo compoſed, that it gave way to 
more rational Conferences, which interchangeably they improved into ſume 

- good Concluſions, naturally deduced from what they had ſeen and heard ; as, 
That the moſt men change their minds at or after Death ; theſe men did it not 
at Death, therefore might be allowed the common priviledge ot Mankind, to do 
it afterward, ſecing they did it not before. It's certain enough, that the (enti- 

- ments of men in the Body, and thoſe that are leparare from it, are vaſtly differ- 
ing : That obdurate Conſcicnces may remain unlottned even by Death it felf, 
till the Terrors of another World perform # : That even the worſt fort of Reli- 
gion, may be attended with a ſort of moſt ſtout and firm Profeſſors ; or, That 

- a meer Artificial Religion, by long practice may ſo beſot men, as to make them 
obſtinate in its defence, even to Death it ſelf : That vaſt is the difference be- 
tween Natur Conſcience, which is bred up, tutor'd and difciplin'd by Artificial 
Rules of a Religion conuived by Men, and that which is renewed, inſtrutted 
and guided by the Spirit and Word of God : That there is not a poſſibility of 
ever truſting or believing the Profeſſors of that Religion, whoſe greateſt Prieſts 
and Leaders dare to leave the World, telling the moſt (plendid, ob{tinate and de- 
ſperate Lyes that can be contrived by Humane skill. 8 
| at 
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But hold, ſays Mr. Pointwell, theſe things are a little too grave and ſerious for 
men whoſe minds are juſt tired with affrights, and contemplation ; I will there- 
fore a little refreſh my own and your Thoughts, with a true Hiſtory, referring 
to ſuch men as theſe whoſe Appearances we have ſeen, upon this Subjeq, 
That there are no Jeſuits in Hell : the thing was thus. A Jeſuit Preaching in the 
Great Church in Padua, towards the end of his Sermon he fel] into a large 
Commendation of the Order of the Jeſuits, extolling it above all the Religious 
Orders that then were, or ever had been in the World, giving God thanks that 
he had the happineſs to be of that Order + And in the cloſe of his diſcourſe, he 
told his Auditory, that he would acquaint them with a Viſion which he had 
lately (een. The other Night, ſaid he, I dream'd that I was in Hell, where me- 
thought I ſaw Popes, Emperors, Kings, Queens, Cardinals, Biſhops, Abbots, 
Monks, Friers, and ſome of all forts of men both Eccleſiaſtical and Secular, but 
not one Jeſuit amongſt them all; which made me to bleſs God that evgr I was 
born to be of fo blefſed a Society, which though it had ſent ſo many thouſands 
of that Holy Order to the Grave, yet never any of them went to Hell: And fo 
he concluded his Sermon, with a freſh Fxrcominm of the Society of Jeſuits. 

The next Sunday after, a Dominican Fryer Preached in the (ame Church, and 
he alſo towards the end of his Sermon, fell upon the high praiſes of the Order 
of the Jeſuits; repeating much of the Jeſait's Sermon the day before, and be- 
wailing himſelf that it was not his fortune to be of that Holy Order, whereof 
none ever went to Hell, as the Reverend Father had told them the day before : 
At laſt he told the People, that he alſo had ſeen a Viſion, and dreamed likewiſe 
one Night, that he was in Hell, where he ſaw Popes, Emperors, Kings, Cardi- 
nals, and all forts of Orders, as the Jeſuit had notably ſhewed them the day be- 
fore; but not a Jeſuit (faid the Fryer) could be ſeen amongſt them all: Then 
thought I tomy ſelf, O what a bleſſed Order is this! O that I had been a Jeſwit, 
and not a Dominican ! and (till I caſt my eyes aſide all over Hell, but could not 
find ſo much as a Piece of Jeſuit there, but ſtore of all other Religious Orders z 
yea, even of Dominicans, my own Order, I ſaw great ſtore. At laſt me-thought 
I beckon'da Little Devil to me, and asked foftly in his ear, Whether there were 
any Jeſuits in that place or no? He anſwered, That there were none there, but 
that they were kept in an Hell by themſelves 5 whichis a great Room under this, 
where ( aid the Little Devil) there be abundance of them, and they come thi- 
ther (ofa(t, that my Maſter Zxcifer ſcarce knows where to beſtow them ; and be- 
fides, they are ſo unruly, that if they were not kept by themſelves, every body 
would be ſoon weary of this place : He further told me, That his Maſter durſt 
not let them have any Gun-powder, for fear teſt they ſhould blow up 
this place. 

This Story ended, the two Travellers arrived at their Dining-place, where 
they ceaicd any farther Confetence upon things of this Subje&, till a new 
opportunity, |

French Army, which was then known to be much inferior to chat of the Allies both in 
the Number and Condition of the Troops 3 but alſo, tor that. nothing cf this whole 
Mattcr was deny'd by thoſe Lords who have the Means of knowing t FaRts, as n- 
doubtedly wou'd have been without ſcruple, had nor the ſaid Fats been true; fince no 
Scruple was made of acquainting the Houſe with a ſubſequent Order yery lately fent to 
the Duke of Ormend, allowing him to join in a Sicge : which is a further Evidence that 
he had before ſome Ordcr of Reſtraint, for otherwiſe this laſt, Order wouid be un- 
neceſſary and abſurd; it being a general, conſtant, and ſtanding Inſtruftion to every 
Commarider in Chicf by Land or Sca, to do his utmoſt Endeayour to.annoy the Enemy. 
And it is manifeit by this Jaſt Order, that even in the Opinion of the Miniſters it was 
expedient ro take off this Reſtraint to ſome degree; and the leaving the Duke of Or- 
mond till under a Reſtraint from giving Battel ro' the French, ſeems mott unaccounta- 
ve, and incontiftent with the Liberty indulg'd tro him of joining in a Siege, 'and ren- 
ders it alrogethcr uſeicſs :; For no Place, when taken, can be of ſuch advantage to the 
Allies at Carray, which opens a free Paſſage for our Army into the Heart of France ; 
and "tis impoſſible ro beliege thar Place without diſloeging the French from their Incamp- 
ment; and this alſo is impoſlible if rhe Frexcb will keep their Ground. Other Attempt; 
ſeem to be of little uſe, but may ſerve to give the French Time, which r2cy do not 
want Skill ro improve.

 3Z- Becauſe | was acknowledg'd that a General Peace was not. concluded, as indeed 
It 15 very unlikely it ſhould be, there having been no Anſwers in Writing given by the 
French to the ſpecifick*Demands of the Allics, tho' the ſame were deliver*d to the 
French three Months ago ; and it was further declar'd , that there was no Separate 
Peace, nay that ſuch > Peace would be fooliſh, knaviſh and villainous : and therctore 
while we are in War, and having no Security of a Peace, we conceive thar ſich an 
Order of Reſtraint is a plain Neglett of all thoſe happy Opportunities which - Provi- 

ence nught, and lately did, put into our Hands of {ubduing our Enemy, and forcing 
him to a juſt and honourable Peace. And ſurely ir is imprudent and dangerons to 
rely on the Promiſes of France, which are ſo far from being any Sccurity, thay even. a 
Peace would not be ſafe, in our Opinion, unleſs it be fuch as gives ſo full Satisfation 
ro the Allies, that they ſhall be willing to joia with usjn a mutual Guaranty of it. 


4+ Her Majeſty having with great Wiſdom declar'd to this Parliament, that the beſt 
means of obtaining a good Pcace, is to make early Preparations for War, and a vigorous 
Proſecution of ir ; and ſince the Parliament has with great Duty and Deference ro Her 
Majeſty, and a great Zeal for the Intercias of their Country, and of Exrops, given very 
great Supplics for that purpoſe, we conceive that ſuch an Order of Reſtraint, being 
very different from that Declaration of Her Majeſty, muſt be the Effet of very ill Ad 
vice; by which the Parliament's good Intentions will be defeated, and all thoſe heavy 
Loads of 'T axes, which they have for ſo good.

H E Commons have always defircd that a good Correſpondence may be pre- 
ſerved between the two Houſes. | | 

There is now depending between your Lordſhips and the Commons a rat- 
ter of che greateſt weight, in the tranſactions pf which your Lordſhips ſecm es 
apprehend tome difficulty in the matters propoſed by che Commons. 

To clear this, the Commons have detired this Conference, and by it they hope to manifeft to 
your Lordſhips, That the Propoſitions of the Houſe of Commons made by their Commictee.in 
relation to the Trial of the Lords in the Tower, have been only fuch as are well warrarited by 
che Laws of Parliament, and Conſtitutions of the Government, and in no ſort intrench upon the 
Tudicature of the Peers, but are moſt neceſſary to be infilted upon, that the ancient Rights of 
Judicature.in Parliament may be maintained. | Ry 

The Commons readily acknowledg, that the Crimes charged upon the Earl of Powis, ViC- 
count Stafford, Lord Petre. Lord Arundel of Wardowr, and Lord Bellafis, are of deep guilt, and 
call for ſpeedy Juſtice 3 but withal, they hold, that any change in Judicature in Parliament, made 
without conſent in full Parliament, to be of pernicious conſequence, both to his Majeſty, and his 
Sabjedts, and conceive themſelves obliged to tranſmit to their poſterity all the rights which of, 

this 
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this kind they have received from their Anceſtors, by puting your Lordſhips in mind of the 
progres that has already been bet ween the two Houſcs, in relation to the propoſitions made by 
the Commons, and the reaſonablege(s of the propofitions themſelves 3 they doubt not tomake

Nor is it ics known to your Lordſhips, that upon the Impeachment of the Houſe of Com- 
meas againit che E: of Danby for High Treaſon, and other high crimes, miſdemeanors, and offer 
ces, even the cortimon jullice of fſequeltring him from Parliament, and forthwith commitring 
him to ſafecuRtody, was then required by the Commons, and denicd by the Houſe of Peers, 
though he then ſate in their Houle 3 of which your Lordſhips have been ſo ſenfible, that at a free 
Conterence the 10th of April lait, your Lordſhips declared, that it was the right of the Commons, 
and well warranted by preſidents of former ages; That upon the Impeachment of the Com- 
mions, a Peet To impeached ought of right to be ordered to withdraw,and then to be committed z 
#nd had not that Juſtice been denied to the Commons, a great part of this Seflion of Parliament, 
which hath beet (peat in ffeming and adjuſting a Bill for cauſing the E, of Danby to appearand 
4aſwer chat fuftice from which he Was fled,” had becn ſaved, and had been employed for the 
preſervation of his Majefties perſony and the (ecurity of the Nation, and in proſecuting of the 
other five Lords; neither had he had the opportunity of procuring for himſelf that illegal par» 
don, which b:ars date the firſt of March laft paſt, and which he hath now pleaded in bar of his 
Impeachment; nor of waſting ſo great a proportion of the treaſure of the Kingdom, as he hath 
done ſinze the Commons exhibited their Articles of Impeachment againſt him. 

After” which drive thus loſt by reaſon of the denial of that Juſtice which of right belonged 
to the Commons upon their Impeathmeat, the ſaid Bill being ready for the Royal afſent, che 
ſaid Earl then rendered himſelf; and by your Lordſhips Order of the 16th of April laſt, was 
committed to the Tower; after which he pleaded che ſaid pardon, and bcing preſſed, did at length 
declare he would rely upon, and abide by that plea 3 which pardon being pleaded, being illegal 
and-void, zad fo ought notto bar and prechrde the Commons from having Juſtice upon the Im» + 

achment ; they did thereupon with their Speaket on the fifth of Mey inſtant, in the name of 
chemſelves, and all the Comnons of England, demand Judgment againſt the ſaid Earl upon their 
Impeachment, not doubting, but that your Lord{hips did intend in all your proceedings upon 
che Impeachment, to follow the uſual courſe and method of Parliament. 

But the Commons were not a little ſurprized by the Meſſage from your Lordſhips, delivered 
them on the 7th of May, thereby acquainting them, That as well the Lords Spiritual as Tempo- 
ral, had ordered that the 10th of May inſtant ſhould be the day for hearing the E. of Danby 
co make good his Plea of Pardon 3 and that on the 13th of May the other tive Lords impcachedy 
ſhould be brought to their Trial, and that your Lord(hips had addrefſcd to his Majeſty for na- 
ming of a Lord High Steward, as well in the Caſe of the E. of Danby, as the other tive Lords. 

Upon conſideration of this ſaid Meſſage, the Commons tound, that the admitting the Lords 
Spiritual to exerciſc Juriſdiction in theſe caſes, was an alteration of the Judicature in Parliament, 
and which extended as well tot he proceeding againtt the five Lords, as againſt the E. of Danby; 
and that if a Lord High Steward ſhould be necefſary upon Trial on Impeachment of the Com= 
mons, the power of Judicature in Parliament upon Impeachments might be dcleated, by ſuſpend» 
ing or denying a Commiſſion to conſtitute a Lord High Steward. 

And that the ſaid days of Trial appointed by your Lordſhips, were ſo near to the time of your 
ſaid Meſſage, that theſe matters, and the method of proceeding upon the Trial, could not be ad- 
juſted by Conference between the two Houſes, before the day fo nominated 3 and conſequently 
the Commons could not then proceed to Tryal, unleſs the zeal which they have for ſpeedy 
Judgment againſt the Earl of Danby ( that fo they might proceed to the Tryal of the other five 
Lords ) ſhould induce themat this junQure, both to admit the enlargement of your Lordfhips 
Jurifdiion, and to fit down under tkeſe or any hardſhips ( though with che hazard of all the 
Commons power of Impeaching for time to come) rather than the Tryal of the ſaid five Lords 
ſhould be deferred for ſome ſhort time, whileſt theſe matters might be agreed on and fetled, 

For reconciling differences in theſe great and weighty matters, and for ſaving that time which 
would neceſſarily have been ſpent in Debates and Conferences betwixt the two Houſes, and for 
expediting the Tryal, without giving up the Power of Impeachment, or rendring them incffe- 
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The Commons thought fit to propoſe to your Lordihips, that a Committee of both Houſes 
wight be app ned for this purpoſe, At which Commictee { when agreed to by your Lord- 
thips ) it was h. ſt propoſcd that the time of Tryal of the Lords in che Tower , ſhould be put off 
tll tne other Matters were adjuſted 3 and it was then agreed, that the Propofition as to the time 
of the Tryal, ſhould be rhe laſt thing confidercd. And the etic&t ot this Agrecment ſtands re- 
ported upon your L vdſhips Books. 

After which the Commons communicated to your Lordſhips by your Committee, a Vote of 
theirs, ( viz.) that the Committee of the Commons ſhould inſiſt upon their former Vore of their 
Houle, That the Lords Spiritual ought not ro have any Vote in any proceedings againſt the 
Lords in the Tower, and that when that Matter ſhould be ſetled, and the Method ot Proceed- 
ings adjuſted, the Commons would then be ready to proceed upon the Tryal of the Pardon of the: 
Earl of Danby, againſt whom they had before demanded Judgment, and afterwards to the Tryal 
of the other five Lords in the Tower, which Vote extended as well to the Earl of Danby, as 
the other five Lords ; But the Commons as yet received nothing from your Lordſhips towards 
an Anſwer of that Vote, ſave that your Lordſhips have acquainted them, that the Biſhops have 
asked leave of the Houſe of Peers, that they might withdraw themſelves from the Tryal of the 
{aid five Lords, with Liberty of entring their uſual proteſtation. 

And though the Commons Committee have almoſt daily declared to your Lordſhips Com- 
mittee, that that was a neceſſary point of Right, to be ſetled before the Tryal, and offered to 
debate the fame, your Committee always anſwered, That they had not any power from your 
Lordſhips, either to confer upon, or to give any Anſwer concerning that Matter. 

And yet your Lordſhips without having given the Commons any fatisfatory Anſwer to the 
{aid Vote, or permitting any Conference or Debate thereupon, and contrary to the ſaid Agree- 
ment, did on Thurſday the 224 of May fend a Meſſage to the Commons, Declaring that the 
Lords Spiritual as Lay as Temporal, had ordered that the 27th of this Inſtant May be appointed 
tor the Tryal of the five Lords. - 

So that the Commons cannot but apprehend that your Lordſhips have not only depatted from 
what was agreed on, and in effe& laid aſide that Committee, which was conſtituted for preſerving 
a good Underſtanding betwixt the two Houles, and better diſpatch of the weighty Afﬀairs now 
' depending in Parliament, but muſt alſo needs conclude from the ſaid Meſſage, and the Yotes of 
your Lordſhips on the 14th of May; That the Lords Spiritual have a Right to ſtay and fit in 
Court, till the Court proceeds to the Vote of Guilty or not Guily. And from the Biſhops 
aKing leave ( as appears by your Lordſhips Books two Days after your ſaid Vore) that they 
might withdraw themſelves from the Tryal of the ſaid Lords, with Liberty of entring their 
uſual Proteſtation, and by their perſiſting till to go on and give their Vores in Proceedings 
upon the Impeachment ; That their deſire of leave to withdraw at the ſaid Tryal, is only an 
Evaſive Anſwer to the before-mentioned Vote of the Commons, and chiefly intended as an Ar- 
gument for a Right of Judicature in Proceedings upon Impeachment, and as a Reſerve to Judg 
upon the Earl of Danby's Plea of Pardon > And upon theſe and other like Impeachments, al- 
though no ſuch Power was ever claimed by their Predeccſfors, but is utterly denied by the 
Commons: And the Commons are the rather induced to believe it fo inten(ed; becauſe the ve- 
ry asking leave to withdraw, ſeems to imply a Right ro be there, and that they cannot be ab- 
{ent without it. 

And becauſe by this way they would have it in” their Power, whether or no for the future, 
either in the Earl of Danby's Caſe, or any other, they will ever ask leave to be abſent ; And 
the Temporal Lords a like Power-of denying leave, if that ſhould once be admitted ne- 


ceſſary. 
The Commons therefore are obliged not to proceed to the Tryal of the Lords on the Twenty- 


ſeventh of this Inſtant May, but to adhere to their aforeſaid Vote : And for their ſo do- 
ing, beſides what bath been now and formerly by them ſaid to your Lerdſhips, do offer you 


theſe Reaſons following.

EEZAS ONS. 


I, Ecauſc your Lordſhips have received the Earl of Danby's Plea of Pardon, with 2 very 

long and unuſual protcſtation, wherein he hath aſperſed his Majeſty by falſe ſuggeitions, 
as it his Majeſty had commanded or countenanced the Crimes he ftands charged with and par- 
ticularly, ſupp1cſſing and diſcouraging the Diſcovery of the Plot, and endeavouring to intro- 
duce an Arbitrary and Tyrannical way of Government, which remains as a ſcandal upcn Record 
againſt his Majctiy, teriding to render his Perſon and Government odious to his people : againſt 
which it ought to be the firſt and principal care of both Houſes to vindicate his Majeity, by doiug, 
Jukice upon the {aid Earl. 

It. The ſetting up a Pardon to be a Bar of an Impeachment, defeats the whole uſe and effet 
of I npeachments; and ſhould this point be admitced, or ftand doubted, it would totally diſcou- 
rage the exhibiting any for the future 3 whereby the chict Intititution tor the preſervation of the 
Government ( and conſequently the Government it {clt ) would be deſtroyed. And therefore 
the Caſc ot the ſaid Earl (which in conſequence concerns all Impeachments whatſoever ) ovght 
to be determined before that of thefaid Five Lords, which is but their particular Caſe, 

A :d without reſorting to many Authorities of greater Antiquity, the Commons defire your 
Lordikips to take notice (with the fame regard they do) of the Declaration which chat Excellent 
Prince, King Charles the Firſt of bleſſed memory, made in this behalf, in his Anf{wer to the 
Ninctcen Propcolitions of both Houſes of Parliament 3 wherein ſtating the ({everal parts of this 
xegulated Monarchy , he ſays: The King, the Houſe of Lords, and the Houſe of Common;, have 
each particular Priviledges : And among thoſe which belong to the Ring, he reckon» power of Par- 
doning. Aftter the cnumerating of which, and other His P:erogatives , His {aid Mj-(iv adds 
thus 3 A: in, That the Prince may not make uſe of this High and perpetual Power, to the burt of 
thoſe fir whoſe good he bath it, and make uſe of the n1me of publick neceſſity, for the gain of bis private 
F avourites and Followers, to the detriment of bis people > The Houſe of Commons ( an Excellent (n- 
ſerver of Liberty, &c.) is ſolely intruſted with the firſt Propoſut ions concerning the Levies of Moneys 
and the Inpeacning of thoſe who, fur their own ends, though countenanced by any ſurreptitiouſly-got- 
ten Command f the King, have violated that Law which he s bound ( when be \nows it) to protedi, 
and to the prote&iion of which they were bound to adviſe him, at leaſt not to ſerve bim in the contrary. 
And tie Lords being truſted with a Fudicatory Power. axe 2 <xcellent rhreom and bank, between the 
Prince and People to aſſiſt each againſt any Kncroachments of the other , and by Friſt Fudgments tg 
preſerve that Law which ought to be the Rale of every one of the Three, &c. Therefore the Power le- 
gally placed in both Howes, is me than ſufficient to prevent aud reſtrain the Power of Tyranny, &c, 

IH. Until the Commons of England have right done them agaioit the Plea ot Pardon, they 
may juſtly apprgficnd, that the whole Juſtice of the Kingdom, in the Cafe of the Five Lords, 
may be ob{trud@Farnd deferted by Pardons of like nature. 

IV. An Impea#ment is virtually the voice of every particular ſubject of this Kingdom, cry- 
ing out againſt an OpprcMſidn, by which every member ot that Rody is cqually wounded ; and 
it will provea matter of ill conſequence, that the univerſality of the people ſhould have occafion 
miniſtred and continued to them, to be apprehentive of utmoſt danger from the Crown, from 
whence they of right expe protection.

Which Reaſons and Matters being duely weighed by your Lordfhips, the Commons doubr 
not but your Lordſhips will receive fſatisfa&ion concerning t heir Propoſitions and Proceedings 3 
and will agree, that the Commons ought not, nor can, without delerting their Truſt, deparr 
from their former Vote communicated to your Loxdſhips; That the Lords Spiritual euch: not te 
have ary Vote in any proceedings againſt the Lords in the Tower 1 and when th. matter ſhall be ſerled, 
and the Methods of Proceedings adjuſted, the Commons ſhall then be ready to pricecd upon the Try al of 
the Earl of Danby, ( againſt whom they have already demanded Tudgment ) avd afterwards to the 
Tryal of the other five Lords in the Tower.

[n the 1 :1th of Rich, 2. Divers Lords, Jultices, and others; were accnſed in Parliament fof 
Treaſon, and Miſdemeanors, and ſome of them baniiked taco /rcland, But it is here to be 
noted, That when the Trials tor Treaſog came on, the Lords Temporal procceded, and the 
Lords Spiritual made their Proteftarion, ſaving to them their Rights ro be in Parliament in 
all Caſes excepting Blood ; as by the ſame Proreſtation (madc iu Latin, and to be teen upon 
the Roll) appears, whercia they ſay expreſly, in relation to vlood, De jure intere(ſe non de- 
bemus - And the Ordinance made in the 21/# Hen.

2, The Commons granted $o the Kiug a Sublidy according to the tenour 
of a Schedule indented, and delivered in Parliament, requiring, ic way be Enrolled in the 
Journals of that Parliament ; in which Schedule is the following Proteltation, viz. T hat it is 
nor the meaning of the Commons to give the 1aid $:tb/iidy, without che King's granting to the 
Commons the tollowing Conditions.

It is here to be noted, That the Clergy excepted againſt the firſt Condicion, ard ſaid, they 
were not to be taxed by the Commons, but that they would uſe their own Dilcretion. lo 
which the Commons replied, That if the Clergy would not condeſcend to pay a third part 
of the Subſidy, that as they inſiſted upon Eccleſiaſtical Privileges, ſo they ſhould not have 
any ſhare in Temporal matters in Parliament. Upon which the Biſhops went out of the 
Houſe for that time. | 

In the 29th #. 6. The Commons addreſſed the King to baniſh all Perſons of evil Fame, 
and evilly thought of by the Commons, viz. Edmund Duke of Somerſet, Alice Dutcheſs of 
Suffolk, William Biſhop of Cheſter, the Biſhop of Zondon, the Abbor of St. Peters in the Coun- 
ty of Gloceſter, the Baron of Dudley, Thomas Lord Haſtings, Thomas Pulford Eſq; Sir Fob 
Sutton, Sir Tho. Hungerford, and twenty ſeven Perſons more of the King's Retinue, Atten- 
dants, and Favouritcs : All of them; upon the bare deſire of the Commons, without any Ac- 
cuſation, by Word or Article exhibited, only upon common ill Fame, were compelled in 
that Parliament to leave the King's Preſence, and never to come within 1 2 Miles of the Court 
during their Lives. The King ſeemed unwilling to part with ſome, bur would leave them 
to be puniſhed by Law, according to their demerits, and to be removed from his Perſon for 
one Year : But the Commons inliſted ; and the King, rather than diſoblige them, aſlented.

At a Parliament held at Weſtminſter, the next day after St. Hilary, in the 5th of Hen. 4, 
On Monday the 1 4th.of Fanuary, being the firſt day of that Parliament, the King accorded 
chat four ſpecial Perſons ſhould be removed from his Perſon, at the requelt of the Commons, 
viz. the King's Confellor, the Abbot of Dore, Mr. Kichard Durbam, and Mr. Croſsbey of the 
Chamber : whereupon Saturday the gth of February, the ſaid Confeſlor, Durbam, and Croſsbey 
came into the Parliament, before the King and Lords, where the King exculed them, ſaying, 
That he then knew no Cauſe why they ſhould be removed, bur only that they were hated of 
the People, and therefore charged them to be gone from his Houſe according to the Commons 
deſire z and the like Sentence was pronounced againſt the Abbot, tho then abſent. Part.

In 1 Fac. 1. the 21ſt of May, The Commons accuſed the Biſhop of London for ſpeaking 

ill of them and their Proceedings, in the Lords Houſe ; but the Biſhop of London cried Pec- 
caviz. and pleaded his own miſtake: which ſhews that both Houſes have their diſtin and ſe- 
. parate Privileges independant one of another. 
The: Commons have an undoubted Right to exerciſe their Authority within their own 
Houſe, and to accuſe whom they pleaſe, without reſpeX of Perſons, and to exhibit their 
Charge by Surmiſe, Word, or by Articles generally or ſpecially, as it was reſolved in 
the :Caſes of Fobr de Worſenbam, and Walter de Ia Chariton, in the 5oth Edw. 3. and like- 
wiſe in the Caſe. of Hugh de Spencer, in the 15th Edw. 2. as alſo in the Caſe of the Duke of 
: Buckingbam, in the 5tb Cha, 1. Which ſhews the Authority of the Commons within their own 
Houſe hath no limitation ; and that they may make Precedents, as well as be guided by ſuch 
(eſpecially where the Grievances of the Publick require to be redreſled) extrajudicially, if 
not otherwiſe to be obtained, as in the unprecedented Caſe of Sir John Fenwick. 

And as the Commons of England, from the firſt Inſtirution of Parliaments, have been the 
great Conſervators of Engliſh Liberties, and the ſafety of both Kingdoms at this critical 
Juncture, when our All ſeems to be indangered, depends alone (under God) upon their Con- 
dutt: fo it is the common [ntereſt of the People, that rhe Commons, according to their 
wonted Privileges, do diſplace or baniſh all inſulting, overgrown, corrupt Miniſters, or 
ſuch as by their Male- Adminiſtration at the Helm, have diſcoverd their Principles by their 
pernicious practices: Otherwiſe we may in time bid adieu to our Rights, and to Parliaments 
too. We may juſtly expect, from the Change in the State in 16$8. to have all the Abuſes 
imputed to the late Miniſters, rather redreſled than improved by their Succeſlors : for ir 
was ſeldom known that ever-any People abandon'd one Prince, and ſet up another, but with 
intent'to better their Conditions, and to free themſelves from what they feared might at- 
tend them before ſuch Revolution : But if we ſhould find our ſelves fruſtrated in our Ex- 
peRtations, after it had coſt us within 12 Years, ſixty Millions to defend our Rights and 
Liberties (as by the Lords Journals appear) fo ſhould not we have reaſon ro ſay, that we 
have ated the part of an unskilful Pilot, after we have failed a vaſt way abour to avoid ſplit- 


ting upon one Rock, tq be afterward caſt away upon another, and that when we thought our 
ſelves 1a a ſecure Harbour ?

AND becauſe the Judges generally reſide in London, the Power to 
make Afﬀidavits before them is not a ſufficient Remedy. 


WHEREFORE it is humbly hoped, That this Power of taking Afi- 
davits may be extended to Maſters Extraordinary in Chancery, and other 
Perſons in the Country, who have Power to take Aftidavits. 


Tax Appointing Sub-Commiſſioners to hold Courts, and paſs Decrees 
for Payment of Rent, is ſetting up an Inferior Juriſdiction, unknown to the 
Laws of England, which may occaſion great Oppreſſions and Injuſtice : 
Tt being an extreme Hardſhip, that any Rents ſhould be received out of 
any Eſtate to which a Claim 1s Entred, until fuch Claim is determined ; for 
by this means the Tenants of the Lands are haraſſed, their Rents forced 
from them, great Waſte and Deſtrution committed, and the Eſtate im- 
poveriſhed. And when the Claimant hath got Judgment for him on his 
Claim, and is put into Poſſeſſion, he has no Remedy to recover 
back his Rents paid into the Exchequer, or for the Damage and Impove- 
riſhment of his Eſtate. And the ſame Inconvenience attends thoſe who 
have Jointures, Rent-Charges, or other Incumbrances on thoſe Eſtates. 


THe Caſe of all Proteſtants who have Mortgages on the Forfeited 
Eſtates, is very hard; for tho the Commiſſioners have Power, on their 
obtaining Judgment on their Claims, to put them into Poſſeſſion, yet their 
Eſtate is {till a Redeemable Eſtate ; and they have no Power to forecloſe 
the Equity of Redemption. It is therefore humbly hoped, That this In- 
convenience will be alſo remedied. 


AND it is farther humbly preſumed, That the Fees for determinin 
Claims, and of the Under Officers of that Judicature, ſhould be aſcertain 4 
in order to prevent Arbitrary and Illegal Extortion. 


All which is humbly ſubmitted to the Honourable the 
Commons in Parliament Aſſembled.

g HAT the States General did hear with extream 
trouble, that the Afairs of His Majeſty and his 
Parliament , were not yet Compoſed to ſuch an 
UNION, as they could heartily deſire, and 


ſuch as the neceſſity of Chriſtendom requires, 


That they neither would, nor could concern 

themſelves, to Judge of the Occaſions of ſo great 

an Inconvenience, much leis of the means that might be made ute of, 
to re-eſtabliſh an UNION lo neceſſary, and fo much deſired, 


That they had waited (though with an extream ſorrow, yet with

That it was certain, and that His Majeſty might bc x he by the 


Relation of Zye-witneſſes, that thoſe forrarzn Powers, with whom His 
Majeſty had no Tye; did arme and make extraordinary great prepa- 
rations, 


That they did with all Care, endeavour to repair the diſorderss , 
which the late Sickneſs had occaſfioned in their Armies, when they 
had like to haye been deſtroyed about Str asbrroh. 


That all the extraordinary Embaſſies which they have ſent to moſt 
of the Princes of Enrope, were to no other end than to inform them, 
and give them 4fſwraxce that all their proceedings had no other aim, 
than the publik quiet and tranquility, though atter the Conclufion of 
the Peace, they have [cized upon a greater number of Y7/oes, than 
the Agreement gave them.

That the deſign of their r#zwe was already almoſt efefted, and that 
all the Low-Conuntries would be infallibly dettroyed in a ſhorc time, it 
a ſpeedy and vigorous courſe be not taken. The King of Spain, not 
being able to put his Country into a condition of defence or reſiſtance, 
and the States having been ſtrangely exhauſted by the Late wars, and 
ſo diſabled from making ſuch a powerful reſiſtance , as they might 
wiſh to themſelves. 


That the Spanith Netherlands, and this State being loſt, His 2a- 
jeſty would endeavour 1n vain to apply the neceſſary reweates againſt

That they ſaw no means to ſecure or fave themſelves, and could 
not hope for any help from His Majeſty, while he and his People are 
diſagreed ; nor could they hope any thing from time it lelf, ſince all 
delays have only (erved to animate foraig# Powers fo frongly. Arnted 
to execute their projects, while His Majeſty at variance with his Feap

That His Aajeſty had found by experience, that the Diſſalutiaviand 
Prorogation of Parliaments, have only ſerved to diſquiet rhe minds of his 
People, and that ar their firit ſittings ; ſubſequent Parliaments have gone 
in the ways of the forn.cr, and with greater Animoſity, 


That they cannot but lament their own unhappinels, that a buſi- 
neſs {© uncertain as 1s that of a future Swcceſſion, ( wherein time may

This Peace the King of Swedez kepr, till he had got into his hands four or five Provinces , wherein were many Strong- 
holds, and had received other Adyantages granted to him by-the ſaid _ ot Peace; but being bound by the ſame to 
quit all the Territories 0: the King of Danmark, in which at that time his Army lay quartered, in ſtead of Marching away, 
he Marched back again into the Itfle of Zealand, beſieged the Caſtle of Cronenbprs and took it, laid alio Siege to Coppen- 
haguen, which although it ſucceeded not, yer he threatnerh to beſtege again ; andhould have no better Succeſs than he 
had before, he endeavourerh to engage us in his Quarrel, and by the help of ou! Navy to make himie!f Maſter of the 
three Northern Kingdoms, as he is already of the Baltick-Sea, and the Ports thereof, 

In the beginning of this ſecond Inuatien, the King of Denmark, made fall account, that the Moſt-Chriftian King 
of France, and his late Highneſs the Lord Prote&or, were bonnd in Honour,to ſee the contents of that Treaty of Peace, 
whereof they were Mediators and Sureties, as well performed on the Sweaiſh fide, as he had done on his, and implored 
their Aide to that purpoſe : bur finding no Reliet trom England ( whether the indi{pofition of his Highneſs, or ſome- 
thing elſe was the cauſe) he ſought tor Aide from ſuch of his Neighbours, as had tencernels enough, not to ſee a King 
and all his Royall Progenie unjuſtly opprefled: amongſt thoſe Friends and Neighbours were the States Generall of the 
United Provinces, who were bound to detend Him by a defenſive League, concluded between them and that King in the 
Year 16 49, Bur before they came to put in execution what they were obliedged to do, they endeavoured to (atisfic 
his Highnels, concerning the juſtice and neceſſity thereof, and to demonitrate to him the inconveniencies, that would ariſe 
to the Commonwealth of £4 it felf, it the King of Swede ſhould become fole Maſter ot! thoſe parts, and more- 
over maniteſted their deſire, tha: 1's Highnels would be pleaſed to cooperate with them, for he compoling of thoſe difte- 
rences, Which were grown to that height, between the tio Northern Kings : and his laid Fighneis being deccaled, they 
continued to ule the {ame inſtance with this preſent Lord Protector, declaring,that they intended nothing, but what might 
be cqually to the good and profit ot this Nation, as well as of cheir Own, in any Liberty or Priviledge of Trade and Na- 
vication, not deſiring the lealt advantage totheir own Snbjects more then to us, a!lthoug'1 rheir endeavours to preterve 
thoſe Liberties had already been expenſive to them, both in Blood and Trealure,

reſtored to it divers of the moſt Ancient Prerogatrves ad Authorities of Fuſtice ; 
which had been ſevered and taken from it, to the great deminiſhment and detriment 
of the Royal Eſtate, and to the great hinderance and delay ot |uſtice. 

They alſo made the Laws againſt Buying and Selling Offices Penal, for having 5 & 6Edw. 
none but perſons worthy and meet, advenced to Offices and laces of Truſt and Pro- 6.Ghap.16. 
fit; And were careful not to repeal the former Law made for that purpoſe in the 
12th Year of King Kichard the 24. Ghap. 2. whereby all Minitters, Judges and others 
who have the Ordaining, Nameing, or Making of any Othcer under the King, ſhall 
be ſworn, That they will not Ordam, Name, or Make any for Money, Broakage, Favour 
or Aﬀettion. 

oor Reign of King James the I. his Favourites ſo diſpenſed with the Laws, that 
they ſplit Great Offices into many Lytle ones, to make them more vendible, and erec- 
ed ſo many of them, that upon heavy Complaints made thereof to the King, he if. 
ſaed out his Royal Declarations to put a ſtop thereto. 

In Anno 13 of His ſaid Majeſties Reign, Sir Robert Vernon Knight, ſold his Office 
of Coffterer, and did ſurrender it into the King's Hands, who granted the ſame Office 
to Sir A. F. to whom Sir Robert had ſold it ; and Sir A. was by the King's appoint- 
ment admitted and ſworn Cofterer, and afterward upon complaint thereof it was re- 
ſolved by Sir Thomas Egerton, Lord Chancellor, the Chief-Juſtrce, and others to whom 
the King referred the ſame, That the Office was void, and that Sir A. was diſabled to 
bold the ſame, and that no non obſtante could diſpenſe with the ſa;d Laws : Whereupon 
Sir Marmaduke Darrell was by the King's Command ſworn Cofferer. And the ſaid 
Lord Chief Juſtice Cook ſaith, That the Stat' 12 Rich. I. is a Law worthy to be 
written in Golden Letters, but more worthy to be put in due Execution; for certainly never 
ſhall Fuſtice be duely adminiftred, but when Officers and Myuifters of Juſtice come ts their 
Places in ſuch manner as by Law ts required. 

I pray Confider, Your King,- Your Country, Your Religion, Liberty, and Pro 

perty, cannot be ſecure while Offices, Civil and Military, may be bought or Sold :

Mr, Speaker, 


Know no man weaker than my ſelf; whodo acknowledge I am as unfitting to ſpeak in 
this Honourable Houſe, as Phormio the Philoſopher was, to prattle an Oration of War- 
Diſcipline to the great Souldier Hanbal, in the preſence of King 27. Yet 
out of the debility of my Knowledge, the inability of my Learning, the imbecility of my 
Judgment, the nobility of this Tranſcript-Senate, the mutability of their Cenſures, the 
inſtabilicy of Opinions, the timoroſity of Offending , the yolubility of Scandal, and the 
impotency of my Utterance, I have, maugre all theſe perilous Impediments, adyentured 
to unboſom and disburden my mind before theſe unmatchable Patriors. 

Mr. Speaker, 1 am not ignorant that you are appointed in the Parliament, to be Ear of the King, 
and Mouth of the Commons; And | defire that your hearing may not take offence at my words, 
nor your tongne retort me a'reproof inſtead of an applauſe. A. Speaker, In my IntroduCtion 
to Grammar,vulgarly called, Accidence, I found Eight Parts of Speech,which is now an Introducti- 
on to me to divide my Speech into Eight Parrs : 

1. What wt have done for Religion. 5- What for the Kingdom. 

2, What for the Church, (4 What for the Subjelt. 

3. What for the King. 7. What for Reformation. 

4. What for the Laws. ) 8. What we have done for our ſelves. 


Viz. 


Of all theſe in order; as my infirm loquacity can demonſtrate. Ar. Spedker , I do not herein 
declare, either of neither, the Opinions of this Honourable Aſſembly or my own ; but I will make 
plain unto you , how the Malignants efteem us , and intro what O4d:#m we are fallen among For- 
reign Nations. | | 

Firſt, For Religion, the Malignants ſay ; We have thruſt out one andtaken in two; that we 
have thrown down Proteſtantiſm, and crefted®A :abaptiſm, and Browniſm ;, and that in our Doftrine 
we abuſe the Renowned Memories of Qteen Zz.uberh, King James,and conſequently King _

that in their Religions they were Papiſtically minded, which their Lives and Acts, did and do 
manifelt the contrary. And the Malignants ſay, it is no leſs than odious Treaſon, either of 
rheſe deceaſed or ſurviving Princes,to traduce with ſuch falſe and ſcandalous aſperſions. 

M;. Speaker, 1 would not be miſtaken, I-ſay not my own words, but I fay what the Malignants 
ſayof us, and my Lord Say; And they the Proteſtant and Proteſtant Church, was wont to be, 
and ought to be an inward robe and veſture for the Soul and Conſcience of all true Believers; And 
that the Biſhops, Ancient Fathers, and all Orthodox Divines have, and had a care to keep her neat 
and hanſom, in as ſpotleſs integrity, aa Militant Church in this imperfect Age could keepit. 

But ous Advertaries,” they fay, That wehave tn our Religion an outward Garment , or Cloak 
of -y colour , which none do'wear amongſt ps but Settaries, Fools, Knaves, and Rebels; the 
ſaid Cloak, being with often turning worn as thread-bare as our Publick Faith is, full of wrinck- 
les, ſpots, and ſtains, neither bruſhed, ſpunged, nor made clean, with as many patches as Beggars 
Coatsyand that.ovr preaching or pratling, as they-pilo ſay, 1 15 kept by Coblers, Tinkers, Wea- 
vers, er-Drgwers, and Hoſtlers; ſo that all ogder and decent comlineſfs is thruſt out 'of the 
Churchgz all laugable Ornaments (apd indifferent heſceming Ceremonies) are cried down, trod 
down and banihed,under the falſe and ſcandalggs terms of Popery, and in the place thereof is 
moſt naſty, filthy, loathſom andflovenly beaſtligeſs or DoCtrine, being vented in long and tedi- 
ous Sermons, to move and ſtir upthe People to Rebellion and Trayterous Contributions; to ex- 
hort themto Murther, Rapine, Robbery, Diſloyalty, and all manner of miſchief that may be, to 
the confuſion of ther Souls and Bodies: All theſe damnable Villanies, our Adyerſaries ſay, are 
the accurſed Fraits which our new-moulded Linſy-Woolſey Religion hath produced; for they 
ſay, our Doctrine is neither derived from the Old or New Teſtament, that all the Fathers and 
Teſtant Doctors and Martyrs , never heard of it, that Chriſt and his Apoſtles never knew it. 
And for the Book of Common Prayer, they ſay in Verſe of that, 


Ten.thouſund ſuch as we can ne'r denſe, 
- A Rook Ja good, & that which we diffuſe, 
The Common-Prayer they mean, if we ſhould fit, 
Ten thouſand years, with all our brains and wit, 
We ſhould prove Coxcombr all; and mm the end, 
Nevr make ſo good, tis too good for us to mend. 


And ſo met hey ſay, we have dane forRcligion, it being the Firſt Part of my EighthPart of 
Speech, as nay weakneſs and yourpatience will permit ; Iwill more briefly and compendiauſly pro- 
ceed to the ſecond. | 

Secondly , For the Churches , we are taxed;by the Malignants with. prophane and more than 
barbarous pollutions of the Churches, or Houſes dedicated to God's Service : they ſay, we never 
built any, but have taken too much accurſed pains to deface and pull down many, or perverting 
the right uſe of them, into Stables, Brothels, Receptacles for Strumpets, Luxurious Villanjes, and 
infernal ſtinking ſmoke of Mundingws , as a Common Stable , deſtroying thoſe things which 
were with great maturity of Judgment, Learning, and Wiſdom, enacted by former Parliaments, 
moſt execrably ipopling allby the uſurping Power of this Parliament. 

Mr. Speaker, It is a rigorous medicine for the Tooth-ache, to knock out the brains of the Pa- 
tient, he is no wile. man that takes violent Phyſick, and kills himſelf to purge a little flegm, nor is 
he a prudent Builder, that if his Houſe do want ſome light repair,will pull it all down; a man that 
loves his Wife will not caſt her away for a few needleſs black-patches that her face is disfigured 
withal. In like manner the Malignants conceive, if any things were:amiſs, either in Ornament, 
Geſture, Ceremony, Lyturgy, or whatſoever might have been, proved unhtting, ſcandalous, or 
juſtly offenſize; as is, conceived, it might have been removed or reconciled in a more Chriſtian 
way, than by Ruiyating, Demoliſking, Tearing, and Violating, Deatgg.and Spoyling , all with- 
out regard of either, Humanity, Chriſtianity, Charity, Law, or order from God or man, as too 
many Pariſhes,and other places in this Famous Kingdom, can moſt truly , wotully teſtifie. And 
theſe ſweet pieces of ſervicesour Adverſaries ſay, we have done for the Churches. 

Thirdly, Concerning our Loyalty and Obedience to the King ; Ir is manifeſt, we have all taken 
the Oath of Allegiance to His Majeſty, and that we have alſo lately taken Oaths and Covenants to 
make War againſt Him; our Enemies would fain know , who had power of diſpence, to free us 
from theſe Oaths, and likewiſe by what authority ? The latter Covenant and Oaths, were impo- 
ſed upon the, conſciences of men; for my own part , if there were-no wiſer men than my elf, 
this ambiguous eAzgma ſhould never have gone fo far ; but it is reported by them, that if we 
had kept oun firſt Oaths religiouſly, and not taken the ſecond moſt perjuriouſly, and performed 

them fg, impiouſly, then we had never ſo rebelhoufly offended ſo Gracious a Majeſty. 

Mr. Speaker, .Qur Adverſaries do further alledge , that our Obedience to His Majeſty is appa- 
rently manifeſt many ſtrange ways: we have disburdened Him of His large Reyenues, we haye 
caſed Him of the charge of Royal Houſe-Keeping, we have cleared Him from repairing of it, or 
repairing. to His Stately Pallaces, Magnificent Manſions, and Defenſive Caſtles and Garriſons, and 
we have put Him out of care of repairing his Armorites, Arms, Ammunition and Artillery 4 we 

ave 
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have hcen at the charge of the keeping of His Children , and moſt traſty Servants from or lor 
Him; we have taken order and given ordinances, that He ſhall nor be troubled, either with much 
money or meat, and that His Queen and lawful Wife ſhall not ſo much as darken His doors, aud 
we have ſtroven by open Rebellion to releaſe Him of troubleſom Life and Reign, by hunting Him 
like a Partridge over the Mountains, and by ſhooting Bullets at Ris Perſon for His Majeſtic's 
Preſervation, on purpole to make Him glorious in another World ; we have alſo caſed Him of 
a great number of His Friends, Subjects, and Servants, by either charitable famiſhing, brotherly 
baniſhing, liberal and free impriſoning, Parliamental-Plundering, friendly throat-cutting, and vn 

lawful bcheading and hanging, or utterly ruinating as many as we could lay hold of, that cither 
loved, ſerved, or honoured Him. 

Alltheſe heavy Burthens we have eaſed Him of , and oyer-loaded our ſelves with the uſurped 
ponderoſity of them 3 {o our Adyerſaries ſay , that the weight of them will ſhortly either brea® 
our backs, or ſink us for ever. 

And they further ſay, that fince the World's Creation,never ſo good a King was-ſo bardly uſed, 
or ſo trayteroully abuſed and dealt withal. 

Fourthly, 24. Speaker, It is queſtioned what we have done for the Law, there are ſome Malig- 
nants , that are not afraid to {ay, that we have transformed and metamorphoſed the Common- 
Law of the Land, inta the Lands common calamity ; that inſtead of the common benefit, v:hich 
theLaws in community ſheuld yield to all, we have now perverted the ſame, to the private pro- 
fit of our ſelyes and ſome particular Pezſons; The Civil War isturned to uncivil War, Blalphe- 
mies, Atheiſm,Sacriledge,Obſcenity,Prophanenels, Inceſt, Adultery, Fornication, Leis::any, Pol- 
ligany, Baſtard-hearing, Cuckold-making, and all forts of beaſtly baudry , is ſo far ſroin being 
puniſhed, that it is greatly conniyed at, or totally tollerated;; and that thole, who ſhould |. pu- 
niſhersof theſe grols and crying Crimes, as Judges, Officials, Doctors, Proftors, and Apparitors, 
theſe are ſcorned, r eviled, libelled againſt, cryed down , and made to be the ſhootingitake and 
laughing-ſtock of every libidinous incontinent Whore and \\ hore-monger. 

The Lawof God, contained in the Necalogy or Ten Commandements, they ſay, we have caft 
out of the Church, not ſo much as ſuffering it to be read ; and the New Teſtament, which was 
the laſt that Chriſt commanded, That we ſhould love one another ; we have turned the clean contra- 
Ty way, to the {poyling aud murdering of one another ; and for the Law of Nature , it is moſt 
unnaturally changed, to a Brutiſh, Heatheniſh Inhumanity, Paricide, lntricide, Fratricide, and Ho- 


micide, and hath been, and is by us defended,maintained, and rewarded; no Affinity, Conſangui- 
nity, Alliance, Friendſhip, - or Fellowſhip, hath or can have any trne Proteſtant or Loyal Subject, 


either of Life, Goods, Safety ar Freedom : Thele are the beſt Reports our Adyerſarics the Ma- 
lignants do giye ys, to haye done for the Laws. 

' Nay, they ſay further, we have infringed and violated the Law of Arms here, and the Law of 
Nations abroad; for whereas Meſſengers and Amballadours, have always had, and ought to have 
free and ſafe pallage, with fair and courteous accommodation and entertainment ; but we, contra- 
ry tothem, and repugnant to Chriſtianity and Chriſtians, have ſuffzred Ambaſſadours to be Ri- 
fled, Robbed, and Ill-iatreated, and we have canſed His Majeſtic's Meſſengers to be hanged, whom 
he moſt graciouſly hath ſent to us with Conditions of Peace,by Yox Popu!r,or common Vote of the 
People,without we are pleaſed,to call Malignants Popifh Enemies to the 5tate, with other ſcandalous 
names,reproachful words and Epithites,which they utterly deny,and we know both in their words 
and practiſe: we arcuſtly taxed to be the mean independent and peſtijent propogation of all miſ- 
chiefs that this afflicted miſerable Kingdom groans and bleeds under; for they fay that the Qid 
Statutes of Magna Charts are oyerthrown by us,under the colour of ſupporting them by our Votes 
and Ordigances, Precepts and Proclamations, Edits, Mandates and Coinmands; we have counter 
manded, abrogated, annihilated, abaliſhed, violated, and made yaig all the Laws of God and Na- 
ture, of Arms and Arts too, and inſtead of them we haye unlawfully erefted Marſhal Law, Club- 
Law, Strafford's-Law, and fuch Laws as make moſt for Treaſqn, Rehellion, Murder, Sacriledge, 
Envy and Plunder ; but as for the King , we have not allowed Him {o much Law as a Huntſman 
allows a Hare ; theſe are our Enemies words , and thus much fay they we have done for the 
Laws. ; 

Fifthly, The firſt Queſtion gr Quere is, what we have done for the Kingdom. 

lt is ſpoken, we haye done and undone the Kingdom, this Ancient Famous Kingdom, the Favy 

of the World for happineſs, this Eden of the Unverſe, this Terreſtrial Paradice , this abſtratt of 
Heaven's bleſling,and Earth's content,the Epitome of nature's glory,this exaCt extrattion of Piecty, 
Learning, and magnanimous Chiyalry, this nurſery of Religion, Arms, Arts, Laudable Endeavours, 
this brood of men, this wonder of Nations, formerly renowned, - feared, loved and honoured,as 

far asever our Sun and Moon did ſhine, this England, which hath been a Kingdom, a Monarchy ma- 
ny hundred years under the Reigns of 168 Kings and Queens, this Kingdom that hath conquered 

Kingdoms, that hath made, India, Paleſtina, Cyprus, tribptary tremblers, hath made Frarce ſhfike, 
Spain quake, relieved and defended Scotland trom French Slavery , that ſaved and protected the 
Netherlands from Spaniſh Tyranny , Now we bave made this Kingdom of Envlard a moſt miſerable 
Slaveto it ſelf, an univerſal Golgocha,a purple gore Ackeldema, a Bloody Field, a Gebenna, a Den of 


Devils, ot Infernal Furics, and finally an Earthly Hell , were it not for theſe differences, that here 
r11e 
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the beſt men are puniſhed, and in Hell the worſt only are plagued ; here no good man eſcapes 
torments, nor any bad man 15 troubled, the Gracious King is abuſed, for being good and juſt, and 
histruc and loyal SubjeCts and Servants maflacred, and maligned for their fidelity, the Proteſtants 
are called Papitts, becauſe they will not be Browniſts, Anabaptiſts and Rebels, and 'Adverfaries are 
{o bold ro lay, that we have plotted and laboured long to turn this glorious Monarchy into a pelt- 
ing holy polly Independent Anarchy, and to make the Kingdom to be no Kingdom, ſo much they

Maſter Speaker, the Malignants do compare the Commonwealth to an Old Kettle, with here 
and there a fault, a hole, a crack, or a flaw in it ; and that we in imitation of our bleſſed Brethren 
of Banbury, were intruſted to mend the ſaid Kettle, but like deceitful heatings, Tinkers, we have 
inſtead of ſtopping one hole made three or fourſcore : For the People choſe us for to eaſe them

Seventhly , Maſter Speaker, the ſeventh Malignants Queſtion or Quere is, what we have done 
for Reformation? what by our induſtrious care and long fitting we have Reformed ? how the 
Sermon and Word of God is by us religiouſly, ſincerely, zealouſly, frequently and orderly preach- 
ed and praCtiſed ? what we have amended either in the Church or Kingdom ? how either the 
King is by us honoured,or the Subject eaſed ? or what we have done thete four or five years ? the 
Malignants would fain know with what faces we can look on the Free-holders and Corporations 
in every Shire,County,City, T own,and Burrough in this Kingdom,who cried 1s up with their voy- 
ces, and carried us up like Popes, on their ſhoulders with an Elle, to be Elected Kvights and Bur. 
gelles : which way, 2. Speaker, can we anſwer them, for our many Breachcs of that great Truſt 
which they intrulted us withal ? (I tell you, Mr. Speaker, theſe are home Queſtions) and that they 
fay plainly, that our Reformation is Non-confirmation, and by ſure Confirmation, true Defamati- 
on, and that we have by cunning Transformation turned all ro Deformarion, to thar our Predeceſ- 
ſours and Anceltours that are deceaſed this Life , to a better or worle , ſhould or could they ariſe 
out of their Graves, and ſee the change, alteration and unmannerly manners , that hath over-

| Hereas we areiinformed by our Deare Aunt the Queene of England, of che diſtreſſed eſtate of che 

V King her Husband, forced upon him by a rebellious party of 'his meaneſt Subjects unter rhe com- 

mand of the Baron of FaiRrAax, whois likewiſe countenanced by a ſmall handfull of the baſzſt 
of the people crept into the lower Houle of Parliament, bur not being atenth part thereof, the worthieſt be- 
ing eitherimpriſoned, orbaniſhed by the tyranny of the Army , have deligne to proceed againſt the perſon 
and life of their King, which is an ation ſo deteftable, and fo deſtruive ro the Narionall Rights of Princes 
and people, who are like to be inſlaved thereby, and to know no law but that of the Sword ; that we conceive 
our ſelf obliged by the lawes of God and man, in the Es Chriſtian, as well as the rights of a King, either 
to redeem from bondage the injured perſon of our neighbour King and Uncle, orto revenge all ontrages al- 
ready done, or hereafter which may happen to be done thereupon.

fa&, we conceiving it fit, to root out from humane ſociety ſuch a ſpurious and viperous generation of men. 
And wedo thereforeprohibic all ſuch perſons, their wives and children to come into any of our Dominions, 
unleſle they will be proceeded againſt as traitors to God and Nations. 

And wedo likewiſe inviteall our neighbour Kings, Princes and States in amity with Us,or with whom we 
haveany difference, to an honourable peace | that we may all joyne in Gods Caulc and our owne, to revenge 
thele hypocriticall proceedings of inraged Villains, who (we heare) take the caule of God for their pretence to 
deſtroy his ordinance. 

And we delireall our neighbour Kings, Princes and States to make the ſame Proclamation we have done, 
againſt any of theſe or their adherents, from coming ipto their Territories ; that when by Gods juſtice, and 
ours and others endeavours, they ſhall be chaſed our of their native countrey , they may wander like vaga- 
bonds in heatheniſh places, with the odious brands of Regicides upon them : and further to conſider, whe- 
ther that if che like madnefle took any of their armies, they would not implore our helps, as now this affiicted 
Queen and Aunt of ours hath occaſionto do theirs, againſt perſons who are now twice Rebells: Firſt againſt 
their lawfull Soveraigne, upon pretence of reformation of Government ; and now againſt the very men and 
authority which raiſed them for that pretended occaſion ; wherein Gods juſtice is ſo apparent, that weare 
confident he will blefſe this work intended by us, and which we hope will be ſeconded by all perſons of ho- 
nor and Juſtice both at home and abroad, to help to ſuppreſſetheſe rebells __ their raiſers; who yet pre- 
ſume upon the fucceſle of their azmes to erect their owne baſe thoughts and fortunes, above the limits of Re- 
ligion or reaſon, to ſupprefle that Authority which God hath ſer over them.

—=z 7avo: and Good Will to Us, That there is a-free and uninterrupted Paſſage of the 
Goſpel running though the midſt of Us , and Liberty foz all to hold fozth and p2ofeſs with ſobxiety, their 
Lightand Knowledge therein , acco2ding as the Lozd in his rich G2ace and Wiſdom hath diſpenced to 
every man , and with the ſame Freedom to peactice and exerciſe the Faith of the Goſpel, and toleadquiet 
and peaceable Lives in all Godlineſs and Honeſty , without any Jnterruption from the Powers God

benefit that all Englulh mea have in the execution of any Lawes amoungſt them is from 
him ,& the Aw:hority that their Parliaments have & (hal have is wholy deridved from 
bimzte hath publfhed to the whole world,tlat be hath dillolved allCivill Government, 
and that he had in himſclfe an abſolute unlimiced arbizrary power without checke 
or conrroull untill ye pur ſome limits upon himſelte, if he may b+ beleived in his pa- 
per of Government. : Now what Patroone in «Argeire ever claimed more Maſtcry 
over his Slaves bought in cheMarker then this'Claime of Cromwelts extends unto 0- 
ver us ?

Pom [ have not been wanting (by uſing various wayes and means) to impart to youtte ſtate of affairs here, yet [eſt there ſhould 


be a miſcacriage in all or any of them , 1 thought ira duty incumbent upon me in this our day, to diſpatch a ſure Meſſenger to 

Newcsſtle,where I cruſt he may meet with you, to give youa full account of things as they ſtand here, who isable to make you 
an ample relation, and co whom 1 defire you would give credit in what he ſhall impart to you; And leſt he ſhould omic any thing of mo- 
cent, I ſhall as briefly as [ can hinc 4t to you inthele following lines. : | 

Upon T »e/447 laſt the 18th. inſtanc, the Generall had notice that the Parliament was diſſolved. Whereupon he called Col. Witk:s,and 

Capc. Miller, Morgan, Hubblethern, Forem. Smith, Grimble, and Lt. Col. Clobery (who had been with him 2. or 3. dayes before) to 
conſult whatto do; Andic was reſolved, that he with che Army under his command ſhould declare for the Parliament againſt the pro- 
ceedings ofthe Army in Exyland, and for the better eff-ing thereof, agreed te turn out all as ſhould oppole the deſign, Thenext day 
he cane to Ed:nburgh, where he had appointed his own Regiment, and Col. Talbots to be in Armes. The latter had orders to have 
lighced macches, po-vder and billet, bur = own had not. When hecameto them , he declared co them, that a facious party of the Ar- 
my in En0/and had incerrupred the Parliament, and that he reſolved with the Army under his Command to ſtand to the Parliamentia op- 
polition to them, and expeRed that chey would {tand by him accordingly ; Declaring that he would ſacisfie them all their Arrears, at 
which they were made to ſhout, andgave him three vo!leyes of ſhot. Which being done, he cauſed Captain Parker, Hatchman, Stowe, 
Lievcenant Carter, Wells, Wilſon, Lindon , and all the reſt of ctheAnabapriſt Officers ( except Grom, and Walton) to be ſecured. Then 
comming © Leith (the Regiment of Col. 1V3/kes being drawn up) He declared the ſame things to them, and paſt from them with the like ce- 
remonies, and Col. Wilkes for 2 farewell gave him 15, or 17. great Guns from the Citadel. Of whole Regimenr, the General cauſed to 
be ſecured, Major K cles, Lt. Barrill, Lt. Hugbes, Entign Wilkes, and Enſign Wcod, Having thus ſecured thele three Regiments, and 
placed other Otficers in the rvomes of choſe whom he had curned our, He diſpatched Letters to Le. Col. Toung, of Col Cobbers Regiment, 
and Lc. Col. Keys, and Major Kethe of Parſons Regim:nts, to come over an conſulr with him, about ſome weighty affairs : and when 
they came, he clapt up Lt. Col. Tox-g, and Major K:1ke,andat the ſame time received advertilement from Col. Bead, that be ard his Regi- 
ment was ac his ſervice, as likewiſe che ſame from Col. Fairfax. ; 

Upon che 21th. initanc, be marched with ſome troops of Horſe and ſome companies of Foot to Lirhgowe, in order ( as it was 
thought)ro have gon to Ayjre, but receiving intell;ger.ce there, that Lt. Col. Homes was got thither, cid nor proceed for fear he ſhould meet 
with xrepulle, which ia the beginning of this enzerprize would bave been of ll conſequence to his affairs. 20 chat upon the 22th. he retreated 
to Edenb:r2h again with his forces, where he created new Officers by. Commiſſion under his own band and ſeal, 2iz,, Cloberry he made 
Collonel of Cobbets Regiment, Hart Lt. Col. and Dennis Major. To his own Regiment he hath made Mcrgan Lt. Col. Nicells Major, and 
Winter Captain of Heme; his Company, Collins of Wilkes Regiment, hath Harchmans Company.

T his Jay Capt. Grow told me that both he and Waſtes would throw up their Commiſſions, as many thar are inferiour Officers and pri- 
vate Soullizrs (who had che tace of honefly) have already dore.The General bath wrote 3.Letters : oneto the Speaker,another to the Lord 
Hl-erwood, anda third tothe Lord Lambert ; which he hath pur in print and are herewith ſent.

(drawn by Mr. Clixs) ftuffe, with much of Booths Language, bur I doubt I ſhall not ger it for you, before the bearer goes away. 

All cheie printed papet$ he is diſpatching away in whole bundles to Hx/l by the Pear! Friger, whereof Capt. Nixon is Commander, who 
{ailes coo morrow if wind and weather ſerve. \ 

Hemes came very ſafe to Ayre, though a party of Horſe was at his beeles. That place he and Col. Saw7y with all the Officers reſolve ts 
krep, till they receive orders from the Councill of Officers above, (as I was aſſured by Letters from themſelves to methe laſt night.) 

the General threatens that he will quarter ſome Horſe about that Garriſon, and will not let them bave a penry of mony. Major Xelke 
deſires chat ſome of them will acquaint his Wife thac he is in bealth, and that his Son is this day arrived ſafe from Lexden,whbich Lintreat you 
will ſignitie to her accordingly. 

I had almoit forgor co tell you that the General hath ſecured Barwick,, Lr. Col. Mears baving received in there, two of his foot compar 
nies and one of horſe, Andas Col. Cobbet, and Mr. Brown paſt by there, they were detained Priſoners till the General ſent a of 
horſe for them, This night they are both come with a ms to Edenbaurgh, (where I heard from one that read their Aittimas ) 
were preſently to be commirted to the Caſtle. 

Thus much 1 chought good tro communicate ro you, deſiring that;the Lord would diteR you to make ſuch uſe of it, as may be for his

And as this is not only our 
own opinion, but the general Senſe of the Nation, fruitleſly hitherto made known to the 
World : We will therefore allow our ſelves the precedency of Aſſerting and Defendeng the 
1mſtice of this our Common Riyht by open Armes, if no other preſent T emperament and Expe- 
dient Can be adjuſted or fitted for our Grievances. 

We do therefore require .,7 Free and Full Parliament to be {traitwith Convened, according 
to the DireCtions and Proviſions made in the A&# for the Tricnnial Parliament ; the intent and 
deſign whereof, after ſuch a bloody Conteſt we may not ſee eluded and fruſtrated with 
frrane VOTES and Qualifications : Therefore we deſire a Free Parliament, or elle the re- 
turn of the ſecluded Members by the force of the Army in 1643. {to which his Lordſhip 
Proteſts he was unwittingly and unwarily acceſlory) to the remaining Diſcharge of their 
Truſt, they having given fangular and ſuperlatrve evidence of their capacity and fitneſs for it, 
by their wiſe and judictous moderation. \ 

We ſhall in their Wiſdom and Counſels acquieſce, and otherwiſe ſhall nor be ſatisfied, for 
that our preſſing Calamities will give no Feſt to the Kingdom, till theſe our Defires are 
accompliſhed. To which purpoſe, we have at this on: general Mreting or: Rendevous, 
Signed this our Declaration to be forthwith Communicated to the NATION.

He Commulstoners for the Militia of the City of London beingrmet the third 

of November inſtant, at their ordinary place of meeting, a Draught of a 

Letter was produced, to be Addreſſed to General «Monch and his Officers, 
Teſtifying Their diſlike of His Undertaking, and Raiſing Forces, which after a long 
Centeſt and Oppoſition made by a conſiderable Number of the Meinbers of that 
Committee, Eminentfor Eſtates and Intereſt in the City, was Reſolved on by a very 
ſmall diſproportion and odds of Votes, viz. two or three atthe moſt; againſt which 
the ſaid Didfners Generally made Their Proteſtation, and many of T hem in further 
Teſtimonie thereot Subſcribed T heir Namesin the Paper of the Committee ; But no 
Reſolution being taken at that time, when theſaid Letter ſhould be ſent, by whom, or 
how Directed, 1 hey appointed to meet the next day, to Treat further thereupon; being 
met, the Diſſenters comming with a very good aſſurance that They ſhould have been 
able to have laid afide and prevented the ſending of any Letter of that Import by a far 
greater number of Members, whom the former Debates, and a more ſerious Conſidera- 
tion had made ſenſible ot the danger and imprudence of ſuch an Application, deſigned for 
the diſcouragement of that Faithful and Generous Afertor of the Parliaments Right, 
the Liberties of the People, and the Government of th2 Common-wealth, by the Ad- 
miniſtration of the Civil Power, there was an indeavour by producing a Letter from 
the pretended Committee of Safety, to diſcharge that Committee from further Sitting,

S the Freedom of Parliamentsis their nndoubted Right : ſo are our urmoſt endeavours for reſtoring them unto,and preſerving them in their Freedom, our undoubred Dury. Our 
Incereſt alſo is involved in our Duty ; andif we truly love that, we cannot decline this; fince whoſoever enquires into the Foundations of his own Freedom,his Polt-rities and his 
Countries: ina Free and Full Parliament,asina common Center, will find them all co meer. And therefore he thar is nor free in his Repreſentative ,hath lictle reaſon ro hope he 
ſhall be ſo in his Perſon or Property. The Theory of this cruth hath not been more belieyed by other Nations, than the PraQtick of ic hath been ſadly felr by Ours. For, ever 
fince the firlt violence which was puc upon the Authotiry of Parliament in 1648 we have been wichout Foundation;ic having colt us more Bloud and Treaſure ro maintain confufi- 
ons, than ever it did colt any former Age to free ic ſelf our of them, For whullt we were fighting for our Properties and Liberties, we bave even almolt in our ſucceſſes loſt 

both;zand whilſt we conrended for Reformacion in Religion,we have almolt loſt the very Being and Life ofic. More Herefies and Schiſms being introduced whillt che highe(t Light was pretended 

ro, than ever the darkeſt times were involvedin ; and whillt we ſeemingly aſpired co Perfe&neſs, we aRually lolt chat Charity which is the Bond of ir;beconing thereby a reproach co our ſelves, 
and a derifion to that Proceltanc part of rhz World,unto which, whillt our Supreme Authotity was inviolated, we were a Bulwark : the Univerſities and Schools of Learning in our Nations ha- 
ving been looked more after ro poyſon them, chan to keep chem ſound ; that nor only our Streams might be impure, bur even our Fountains ; many have been employed co reach, who ood 
in need jobe taught and che Legal Maintenance of thz Miniltzry of che Goſpel conferred on Men unable, unwilling or unfic to diſpenſe it, who had leſs ill deſerved a Maincenance for 
their Silence, than cheir Speaking. Never greater Taxes raiſed for Armies and Fleets, and never Fleers and Armies more in Arrear, Taxes and Impofitions laid, which paſt Ages never 
knew, and many thouſand Families of the preſenc have been beggered by. Powers have made Laws, and ſubiequett Powers difown'd and null'd what the prececing Powers had Acted * chat 
now the Queſtions are nor ſo many, Whar is the meaning of the Law as, What is a Law : whereby tha is become a Subje& of Debace, which formerly was a Rule tor ending of ic. All which 
are yer inſeparable Effe&s of ſuch a Cauſe: for whilſt an Authority ir ſelf is diſpured, their As will alyays be the like z and whillt many are unrepreſented in making of Laws, few will be ſatisfi- 
ed to be obliged by them : And what is Ena&ted by any bur a Full and Free Parliament, will always be Queſtioned, if not Repealed, when ſuch an One doth fit : nor can it be believed char the 

Laws of a Parliament, the very much greater part of whoſe Me:nbers are kept out without Impeachment or Tryal> will ever paſs the Teſt of a Free Parliament ; lelt thereby they ſhould encon- 

rave others to ſerve them in like kind. | 

Theſe ſad Miſeries, and theſe certain Truths, made us believe we hazarded more in ſubmitting to thar Force that was ſo lately over us, than in taking up Arms to oppole 1t z and th2reby enJea- 
vouring the Reſtauration of che Parliaments Authority : in which God was pleaſed ſo to own the duty of our endeavours, that in a few days we were not only ar unity among our ſelves, bur even 
abl: and willing to offer our afliſtance to cur Brethren in England and Scotland ; which had it been needed, ic had been as readily ſent as offered. Bur we mult confeſs, we could hardly ſo much 
as inagine thar thoſe Members which had fo recently felr,and juſtly exclaimed againſt a Force upon themſelves,would when it was taken oft;have deny'd their Brethren to participate in char righc 
they ſay the three Nations had engaged their All to reſtore them unco. 
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If ic be a jultice co declare for the reſtoring of ſome Parliament Members under a Force, 'cis a greater jultice to appear for the reſtoring of all that are under it : yea, as much as the whole is 


p:eferrable toa part z ſomuch greater is the duty of this declaring, than of thar, 

We were more than hopeful,” that when the Cauſe ceaſed,the Effet would do the like ; and when the Rebellious part of the Army was broken, thoſe Members would have been re-admirted, 
which hicherro, we were made believe, were kept out only by it. The happineſs of the now-Members Reſtauration, and of the \ upprefling of thoſe Forces which lately had interrupted chem, 
could not have been greater than the Honour they would have acquired in making thoſe other Members, which had participared with them in rheir Sufterings, ro have alſo participated in their 
Reſlicurion. We were loath by an Addreſs of that nature to have leſſened the beaury of their expe&ed performance, and had rather have enjoyed the Right and happineſs of having this Parlia-

When the violence was put upon theParliament in 1643 we did with much contentment obſerve how ſollicicous thoſe that ſate were to have it taken off,chereby aſſerting theirRights,;though 
they were denied the auil enjoyment of them z which made us the more chearfully engage our ſelyes to reſtore thoſe rothe Power of doing Jultice, who then manifeſted they wanred nor the 
Will : Ic being ac:ime too greattoenter inco our beliefs, That they askedzbecauſe they were ſure to be deny'd ; and would approve when they hadthe power, what they condemned when they 
h1dnot the power : which, though then objected againlt them by many, we did not then credirt,and we wiſh we never fince had cauſe to believe, Nor was it unobſervable, that though ſuch 
Members of theirs as have been lately pur our of che Houſe by them, as Sir Hen. Vane and others, were known to be guilcy of joyning with that Rebellious part of the Army : yer they admired 
them co (it in the Houle, till particular Charges were brought in againſt every one of them , they heard, and judged by the Houſe, If ſuch be nor the true and antient manner of proceeding a- 
o11nlt Members of Parhamency why was it practiſed co thoſe ſo deeply guilry ? and if it be, why is ic deny'd to others, whohave nor hicherco appeared to be ſo ? Doubtleſs ſuch as were kept out 
of the Houſe by a Rebellious part of the Army» mericed ar lealt as much favour and juſtice, as thoſe who joyned with ir, We do the more deplore ſuch a Procedure, becauſe from it Pleas have 
bzen raiſed for the like violence a&ed on thz Mzmbers now ficting : and happy are choſe who condemn not themſelves in the things which they allow. _ : 

What more pregnant proof need there be of the want of thoſe worthy Patriors, ſo long excluded, who with the earlieſt food in the cap for our Liberties and Properties, than, that Petirio- 
ning tothe Parliament is now puniſhed as a high Crime in the People, which at the Parliaments firlt meeting was declared to be their undoubred Right ? And though a conſtant experience hath 
raughc us» thar the People may lawfully Pericion for Repealing an AR of Parliament whichis grievons to them, and therefore much more againſt a Vore which is ſo : yec to our Trouble and A- 
mazement we underſtand thoſe worthy and eminent perſons, whoin obedience co their Countries deſires, preſented Petitions for the Reſtauration of the Excluded Members,an impriſonment in 
che Tower was their mon : Thats we again Gay, which was dectared the Right of che People, being now become their cran(greffion, Is ic nor high cime co declare for that Juſtice, which when 
Peririon'd for, is puniſhed ? 

And becauſe nt know the common aſperſion to ſuch a Declaration is, That ic ſavors of a Defign of introducing the Common Enemy ; We ſhall here ſer down ſome of choſe many Grounds 
which makes us experiences That in the Duty wenow ingage in, we are not to be frighted by ſuch words : it may indeed terrifie and dare others; but ſuch who mean what chey ſay, and are ſatisfi- 
ed in what they do,will only picy thoſe who thetein believe what they ſpeak& contemn thoſe who therein ſpeak what they do not believe. We rather doubtthat if the Houſe be kept ſo empry as 
ic is, it will admit the Common Enemy, than the Houſe ſo filled : for whilſt eight parcs of ren of the People are unrepreſenredzand rwo Nations of the three inticely;may not ic roo probably pro- 
voke thoſe People to joyn with whoever will promiſe them their Right, than lie underthat power which hath hicherco deny'd it ro chem > To keep our molt of the Menivers, that a few miy keep 
im out ; is todo evil that good may come thereof, We love to do Lawful things, Lawfully. : 

That the Houſe ought to be fuller than now it is, ſeems of lateto be the granted Opinion of che Members that now fit init ; and that we conceive can no way ſo probably wich ſafery be 
effe&ted) as by admittingallthoſe who in the year 1648. and fince,were excluded , thoſe being likelye(t ro rake care of our Safeties and Settlement, by whoſe Authoricy our Actings were influ- 
enced during the greatelt hear of -our Wars z and therefore in Intereſt as well as Juſtice will be molt concerned for us: And when ſich are admitted , there will be no fear chat the neceſſary 
Qualifications for thoſe Additional Members to be futurely ele&ed, to ſupply the vacancies of delinquent and dead Members, will be diſobey'd, being enacted by ſounqueliionable an Autho- 
rity 3 nor that thoſe then choſen can be able ro over-vore {o full a Houſe, were that as much cheir deſign, as 'cis farfrom our thoughts to have ſo unworchy a belief of them. 

We believe,under ſubmiſſion,that we have acted and fought againlt the pretendedKingyas long as any others;and therefore ought co-apprehend his coming inzas much as any others: but, through 
the mercy of oy our Principle is not to a& an Evil our ſelves, to ſecure the doubrs of ſome, that our Supreme Authoricy elſe would commir one. We are not to {peak nor thinkevil of the 
Rulers of our People z nor out of the fear of an uncertain 111, to decline a certain Duty. 

If the ſaid Excluded Members be re-admirred , they mult be either the Greater or the Lefſer Number in the Houſe : If the Leſſer, where is the Danger of their Admiſſion ? If the Greater, 
where is che Juſtice of their Excluſion ? for then it will appear,that the Minor Number keeps out the Major. Andif in the apprehenſion, that a Parliament when Full and Free, will abuſe their 
Authorityzit be a received Maxime to keep them from the Exerciſe of ir ; a certain Foundation is laid for all that have the greatelt Force,to have alſo the greateſt Authoricy z and whoever hath 
!trength and this Tenent together, may too eafily be perſwaded to believe, that he hath as much Right over the Minor part of a Parliament , as the Minor part has over the Major, Neither 
catt any AC of a Supreme Authority be ſo evil, as isthe admitting that any but the Supreme Authority oughc practically to judge what is belt for the Nations : the One canbe bur an ill At in 
Governours but the Other is a deſtroying of Government, VVe donor defire thar any of the Secluded Members, if they have offended, may not be tryed: bur we humbly defice that they 
may have a Parliamentary Tryal.

And conſidering that in paſt Ages, and wore particularly Gnce the Feginning of the late horrid Rebellion in /reland, our Brethren in —_ have abundantly manifeſted a render and com- 
paſſionare ſence cf the Condition of Ireland ; and were careful co relieve us in our loweſt Eſtate, as bone of their bone, and fizſh of their tleſh : which we doand ſhallever acknowledge with 
humble chankfulne!s ; and ( as a debt which we well know to b2 due from us to them above all people in che world) ſhall be for ever as tender of rheir happineſs and welfare , as of our own, 
which indeed is involved in theirs, and without whom /re/and cannot be happyz VVe therefore remaining con{iant in the Reaſons of our Brethrens Declaration of the 14 of December 165g. 
for adhering to the Parliament in defence of its Priviledges, and the jult Rights and Liberties of theſe Nations ; all which we ſee now are apparently more and more violated by the not-admiſ- 
fion of the ſaid Excluded Members, and by not filling the vacant places,whereby the Houſe might be full ; and being freed from force,might uninrerrupredly act according to their Judgements 
11nd Conſciences towards re-ſeccling theſe Nations, which ocherwile in all humane probability can never be reſtored ro Peace and Tranquility. 

VVe do therefore declare for a full and free Parliament in Eng/and, conſiſting nor onely of thoſe that ſate on the 11 of Offeber 165g. bur alſo of all ſuch of che Members of Parliament,im-

Sir Orlando, Bridgman, 


Declared in his CHARGE tothe JURY atthe Ar- 
raignment of the - Twenty n:ne Regrcrdes ( the Murtherers 
of King CHARLES theFirſt, of moſt Glorious Me- 
mory ) began at H:cks-Ha/l on Tueſday the Ninth of 
Ofober 1660 , and continued at the Seon5-Houſe in the 
014=-Baih, until Friday the Ninteenth of the ſame Month. 


Theſe are the very Words of Sir Orlando Bridgman , p. 10. in the Book of the Tryals. 


Muſt deliver for plain and true Law , That no Authority , no Single Perſon, no Community of Per- 
ſons , not the People C olletively , or Repreſent atrvely , have any Coercive Power over the K ;ng of Eng- 
l-nd ; and I donot ſpeak mine own ſenſe, but the words of the Laws untoyou 

It was the Treaſon of the Spencers in King Edward the Second's rime , in Calvin's Caſe, inthe 

7th Report , The Spencers had an Opinion , That all Homage and Ailegearce was due ro ie King by 

reaſon of the Crown, as theycalledit ; and thereupon (ſay the Books and Records) they drew our this 

Execrable Inference (among others) That if the King did not d:mean himſelf according to Kizht , becauſe he 
conld not be reformed by Law , he might per Aſpertee , that i, by ſharp Impriſonment. 

But this was adjudged Horrid Treaſon by Two Acts of Parliament. [ Let me tell you what our Law 
Books ſay , for there is the ground , out of which (and the Statutes together) we maſt draw all r%r Conclu- 
fions for Matter of Government, How do they ſtile the King? They call himthe Lieutenant of God .. and 
many other Expreſſions. In the Book of x Hen. 7- ſays that Book there , The Kinz « Jmmediate from 
God , andhath no Superioz, The Scarute ſays , Thar the Crown of England &s immediately ſubjen ro 
God and to no other Power. The Ring, ſys our Books, He is not only Capst Popals , the He+d ut the 
People , but Capur Reypublice, the Head of the Common-wealth, the Three Eftares, And truly thus our 
Statures ſpeak very fully, Common Experience tells you when we ſpeak of the King , and ſo the Sta- 


tutes of Edward the Third , we call the King, Our So arc Lord the King. Sovereign, that is, Supreans. ---

And when the Lords and Commons in Parliament apply themſelves to the King , they uſe this Expreſſion, 
Pour Lo2ds and Commons , your faithful Subjects , hambly beſeecb. I do not ſpeak any words of my 
own but the words of the Laws. In the Statute. 24 Hen, 8. cap. 12, *tis thus expreſt , Whereas by drvers, 
ſundry, old, authentick Hiſtories and Chronicles 5 it 1s manifeſtly declared , That this Realm of England « «an 
Empire , andſo hath been acceptedin the World , governed by one Supream Head and K my , having the Dignity 
and Royal Eſtate of the Imperial Crown, 25 H:n. 8. c. 21. there it js the people ſpeaking of themſclves, 
T'4at they do r.copnize no Superior under God bat only the Kings Grace, Gentlemen, You ſee if the King be 
immediate under God , hederives his Authority from no body elſe ; if the King have an Imperial Power, 
if the King be Head of rhe Common-wealth , Head of the Body Politick; if the Body Politick owe him 
obedience , truly | chink it is an undenied conſequence , Fe muſt needs be Superior over them. The Imperi- 
al Crownis a word that is ſignificative, you ſhall find in all Statutes, x Eliz. and x Facobs, nay even in the 
AR of Judicial Proceedings of this Parliament it is called an Imperial Crown. They that take the Caths 
of Allezeance and Supremacy , they ſwear , That they will totheir power , aſſiſt and defend all Juriſdiftions, 
Prwviledees, Prehbeminencies, and Anthorities granted or belong ing to the K ing , bu Heirs and Succeſſors, or an- 
nexed to the Imperial Crown of this Realm. What'is an Imperial Crows? That , which as to the Coerſive 
part, 1s ſubjeft to no man nnder God , 5s not ſubjett to any Humane Tribunal or Fudicature whatſotver. 
Gentlemen, Since this is ſo, conſider the Oath of *wpremacy , which moſt men have taken or ſhould 
rake. . All Men that enter into the Parliament Houſe , they arc expreſly enjoyn'd by Statute to take the 
Oath of Supremacy.

Whart ſays chat Oach? We ſwear , That the King is the only Supream Governonr within this Realm and Do- 
minions, He is Supream, and theonly Supream, and truly if he be Supream , there « neither Major nor

| deakire this, to you , to let you know that the King is immediately ſubjeT to God, and ſo is not puniſha- 
ble by any Perſon, He isthe Supream Head, he is not puniſhable by any Coerſive Power, the Laws provide 
for that , The King can do no wrong ; it is aRnle of Law, it is in our Law Books very frequent. 22 Ed. 4. 
Lord Coke and many others. If he can do nowrong , he cannot be puniſhed for any wrong. The King hathi 
the infirmities andweakneſs of a man, but he cannot do any injury , at leaſt not confiderable in perſon, 
He muſt doit by Miniſters, Agents, and Inſtruments, Now the Law, though it provide for the King,yet 
if anv of his Miniſters do wrong , though by his Command : Fhey are puniſhable, He is not tobe touch-

E that knows his Maſters Will, and 
doth it not, is worthy to be beaten with 
many ſlripes: I ſhall therefore hum- 
bly and cheerfully, to the beſt of my poor 
Skill and knowledge, apply my ſelf to the 
performance of my Duty ,, not doubting 
therein to obtain Your Majeſties Gracious 
Pardon for all involuntary T ranſgreſſions; 
for tis a Rule in Law, and in Conſcience 
too : Atlus non facit reum, nift mens ſit rea. 
And ſince] have found this Fayour 1n the 
ſight of my Lord the King, pray letme beg 
Your Majeſlies patience for a while,to make 
a ſtand, and from this place to look about 
me : Sir, a weak head is ſoon giddy, butthe 
ſtrongeſt brain may here be tura'd; the Pre- 
ſence of this Glory , and the Glory of this 
Preſence, do tranſport me : whilſt I can- 
template the incomparable beauty of this

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Body Politick, and the goodly Order of 
this High Court of Parliament, where ac 
once I behold all the glory of this Nation, 
I am almoſt in the condition of St. Paul, 
when he was taken up into the third Hea- 
vens, all he could fay upon his return, was, 
He ſaw things unutterable_. 

God, that made all things for the uſe of 
Man , and made him Governor over all his 
Works, thought it not fitto leave himro 
himſelf ; nor to live without a Law and Go- 
vernment. 'T he Forms and Species of Go- 
vernments are various, Meonarchicall, Ariſto- 
craticall, and Democraticall , but the firit is 
certainly the beſt, as being neareſt to Divi- 
nity 1t ſelf. Ariflocracy is lubjectro degene- 
rate and runinto Faction ;* but Democracy 
naturally runs into Confuſion : then every 
man becomes a T yrant over his Neighbor, 
Homo Homini Lupus : Homo Humini Demon. 

This famous Iſland, Hiſtorians tell us, 
was firſt Inhabited by the Brittains, then by 
the Romans, then by the Saxons, then by the 
Danes, then by the Normans; and during 
all theſe Succeſſions of Ages, and variety of 
Changes, though there was ſometimes De- 
viſum Imperium, yetevery Diviſion was hap- 
py under a Monarchical Goyernment.

So 1t was with us, we were fick of Reformation , 
our *Reformers were of all Ages, Sexes, and De- 
orees, of all Profeſſions and ads : The very 
(obler went beyond his Laſt : Theſe new States-men 
rook uponthem to Regulate and Govern our Go- 
vernours : T his was the Sickneſle and Plague of 
tne Nation : T heir new Laws were all written in 
bloudy Letters, the cruelty of their Tribunals made

the Fudgement Seat little differ from a Slaughter houſe : 
The Rich man was made an Offendor tor a word , 
Poor men were ſold for Slaves, as the Turks (ell 
Heads, ewenty for an Aſþer : Yet for all thisVillany 
there was at length found a Protettor. 

No amendment at length would ſerve theſe 
Reformers turns; no Conceſſions, though the 
moſt Gracious that could be imagined, would fatisfie 
theſe Ulurpers ; but Root and Branch, all mult go ; 
our late Soyereign Lord, of bleſſed memory, muſt 
be offeredup a Sacrifice to their Luſts ; Y our ſacred 
Perſon (Great Sir) proſcribed, and all the Royal 
Family exiled: Monarchy itfelt was voted burthen- 
ſume ; &therefore they muſtery a Commonwealth, 
and the better to digelt it, the People were intoxica- 
ted with a belief that they ſhould all like themſelves 
be Princes 1n their turns. 

Amongſt the Perſzans, aftcr the death of their Governor, 
there was uſed to be «ris mire fugort a five dayes Lawleti- 
nefſe, in which time every man might do what he liſted : 
during thoſe five dayes there was {uch killing and robbing, 
and deſtroying one another , that before they were ended, 
the People longed again for their old Government. 

Aﬀteer the death of Your Majeſtics moſt Royal Father, 
here wasthe like Licentiouſnels ; bur alas,it continued more 
than twice five yeares : Liberty they called it, but it was 
Libertas quidlibet audendi. Your Loyal Subjefts were a 
Prey to Wolves and Tygres, and to the moſt cruel of all 


Beaſts, unreaſonable men : every man did what ſeemed 
ood in his own eyes, for in thoſe daies there was no King 


in our Iſrael.

But as the former Spirit of Reformation 
at firſt brought us into this miſery ; 1o the ſpi. 
rit of giddinels which God ſent amongſt our 
Reformers, at length cured us. T he brazen 
Serpent were the belt cure for thoſe that were 
bitten by the fiery Serpent : the diviſions and 
{ubdiviſfions of thoſe that exerciſed dominion 
over us, weakened their own power, and ſtirred 
up the hearts, and ſtrengthned the hands of 
your loyal Subjeds, to reſtore our agcient Go- 
vernment, and to bring your Sacred Majeſty 
back to your R oyal T hrone in peace? as to the 
joy of ail our hearts, we ſeeit is this day. 

'T his was the work of God alone, and it is ad- 
mirable in our eyes. And as we have caule at 
all times to bleſs God that he hath thus brought 
your Majeſty to your People ; fo we have juſt 
cauſe at this time to return our hearty thanks 
unto your Majeſty,chat you have thus brought 
your People to your Self. 

The Sun exhales the vapours from the earth, 
and then ſends them down again in ſhowres of 
plenty : So we to our great joy, do find that 
our Obeaience and Aﬀection to your Majeſty 
are returned upon our heads in Plenty, Peace 
and Protection. 

The laſt meeting here in Parliament was hap- 
py in healing the bleeding wounds of this Na- 
tion; they were bleſſed alſo, even for their 
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Works ſake, your Sacred Majeſty did bleſs 
them, and therefore they ſhall be bleſſed to all 
poſterity. 

But Sir, we hope you have a bleſling left for 
us t00 : T hat was your Parliament by Adopti- 
on, but this is yours by Birth-right : this Parli- 
ament is Free.born : T hope this honour will 
beget in us an Emulation to exceed the aRi- 
ons of our Predeceſlors, and not only to meet 
your Majeſty as our Soveraign, with the duty 
of Subje&ts, but with the love of Sons to a 
moſt Indulgent Father. 

Next tothe Glory of your Majeſties Roy- 
al Throne, I cannot but obſerve the brightneſs 
of this — ſecond orbe, this Firmament is rich- 
ly deckt with Stars of ſeveral Magnitudes, cach 
fla appears like the morning-ſtar, and yet each 
ſtar differs from another in Glory. 

You cannot want Commanders, either by 
Sea or Land, to manage your defigns, whileſt 
all theſe Sons of Mars ſtand candidate to ſerve 
you in the Wars. 

You cannot want Counſellors to adviſe you 
in the great Afﬀairs of the Nation, whilelt all 
theſe Senators, each fit to be a Conſul, con- 
tend who ſhall moſt eaſe you in the thorny 
cares of the Government. 

Amidſt theſe Noble Engliſh Barons, and 
at Your MAJEST IES Feet, are placed 
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the Reverend * Judges of the Land, the Sages 
of the Law, Men fo learned and expert in the 
Cuſtomes , and Statues of this Land, that if Wat 
Tyler, or Fack Cade, or the new Phanaticks of this 
latter age had burned our books, they wereable to re- 
ſtore our Laws mn purity and perfeCtion. 

And next to theſe, though in a lower Orbe, appear 
the worthy Knights, the prudent Citizens and Bur- 
geſles of the Houle of Commons, being the third eſtate 
of Parhament. 

When the fame of Solomons wiſdom had filled the 
neighbour Nations, the Queen of Sheba could not con- 
tain her {elf at home, but with many Camels laded wirh 
Spices, with Gold and Pretious Stones in abundance,ſhe 
comes toSo/omon to commune with him of all that was in 
her heart. Great $1 , whileſt this your native Countrey 
was unworthy of you, forreign Nations were made 
happy inthe knowledge of your Perſon, your piety and 
Your wifdome; And now the Lord our God hath 
brought you home, andſer you on your Throne, your 
Subjects long to (ee you. 

What ſtriving and rejoicing was there at your firſt 
landing, to ſee our riſing Sun ? 

What ſtriving was there at your Coronation to ſee 
the Imperial Crown ſet upon your Royal head ? 

What ſtriving bath here lately been, in all th- Coun- 
ties, Cities and Burroughs of this Nation, who ſhould be 
ſent up to hear your wiſdom, and confer with you in 
Parliament ? 

Royal! Sr. theſe choſen worthy Meſſengers are not 
come empty handed, they are laden, they are (ent up to 
you, heavy laden, fromtheir ſeveral Counties, Cities 
and Burroughs. 

If the affeGions of all Engliſh men can make you 
happy 3 If the riches of this Nationcan make you great; 
If the ſtrength of this warlike people can make you 

conſiderable 
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conſiderable at home and abroad, be auuured you are the 
greateſt Monarch in the world. Give me leave I be- 
{ſcech you to double my words and (ay it again, I vviſh 
my voice could reach to Spain, and to the Indies too, 
You are the greateſt Monarch-in the yvorld. 

I fear your Royal patience may be tired, TI vvill 
therefore no more {peak my ovvn vvords, but in the 
Name of the Commons of Exgland, humbly preſent 
unto your Majeſty their accuſtomed petitions, vvhen 
firſt they are aſſembled in Parliament, and ſo conclude.

cerved in your Majeſties Courts of Law, called Dam- 
age cleare , or Damna Clericorum, which is the tenth 
peny of ſuch Damages as are there recoverd in ma- 
ny ations: This was firſt introduced for the en- 
conragement of Clerks, to employ themſelves to the 
ſtudy of drawing ſpecial Pleadings , which are 
grown ſo familiar by the diſ-uſe of real afions, 
that the Fee now is looked upon as a grievance : 
eſpecially when the Plaintiff 3s forced to pay it upon 
the ſigning of his Fudgment, and perhaps the De- 
fendant is not able to anſwer auy part of the Exe- 
cution: therefore we have prepared a Bill for the 
regulating of this for the preſent , and after ſe- 
wen years to take it quite away. 

Tacitus hath a Saying, Such as are falſe in their 
love, are true in theit hate: and this Rule we finde 
werifyed in our Non-conformiſts : Whil$ﬆ they were 
in the Boſom of the Church of England, they were 
like inward Vapours, and inward Bleedings, always 
oppreſſing and ſtrangling the Body of the Church ; 
and now they are ejeSted and excluded from their Mi- 
niſterial FunGion, they have more malice , and no 
leſs opportunity to propogate their Principles then they 
had before.

T hope the hearing of a Prayer I daily made him, ever ſince I was in France 
and Flaxders ; Where, ſecing much of the Devotion of the C atholicks, (tho'TI 
had very little my {If ,) I made it my continual requeit to Almighty God, 
That, it I were not, ] might before I dy'd, be in the true Religion: I did. 
not in the leaſt doubt, but that I was ſo, and never had any ſcruple till Now. 
laſt, win reading a Book called The Hiftory of the Reformation, by Dr. Hey- 
lin, which I had heard very much commended, and have been told, if ever I 
had any doubt of my Religion, That would ſettle me : Inſtead of which, I 
found it the deſcription of the horride(t Sacriledges in the World ; and could 
fn no reaſon why we lett theChurch,but for thee the moſt abominable ones, 
that were cver heard of among Chriſtians. Firſt, Hexry VII. renounces the 
Popes Authority, becauſe he would not give him leave to part with his Wite, 
and marry another 1n her lite-time. Secondly, Edward VI. was a Child, and 
govern by his Uncle, who made his Eſtate out of Church-Lands. And then 
Queen E. who being no Lawtul Heircls to the Crown, could have no way to 
keep it, but by renouncing a Church that could never ſuffer ſo unlawful a thing 
to be done by one of her Children. I conteſs, I cannot think the Holy Ghoſt 
could ever be in ſuch Councels; And it is very ſtrange, that, if the Biſhops had 
no Deſign, bur (as they ſay) the reſtoring us to the DoCtrine of the Primitive 
Ciurch, they could never rhink upon't, till Hezry VIII. made the breach upon 
{» unlawful a pretence. Thele ſ{cruples being rais'd, I began to conſider of the 
C:i/ference between the C atholicks and Us; and examin'd them as well as I 
could by Holy Scripture, which, tho' I do not pretend to be able tg under- 
ſtand, yet, there are ſome things I found ſo eaſy, that T cannot but wonder, 
I i:ad been lo long without finding them out: As the Real Preſence in the 
Llefied Sacrament, the Infallibility of the Church, Confeſſion, and Praying

* Sheldon for the Dead. Atter this, I ſpoke ſeverally to two of the * Biſhops we have in 
A. B. of England, who both told me there were many things in the Romiſþ Church 
Cart. which (it were very much to be wiſh'd) we had kept ; As Confeſſion, which 
Blanford, WAS, NO doubt, commanded by God : That Praying for the Dead, was one of 
B. of the Antient things in Chriſtianity : That for their parts, They did it daily,tho' 
Worceſter. they would not own it : And: afterwards, preſſing one of them very much 
upon the other points, he told me, That if he had been bred a Catholick, he 
would not change his Religion ; But that being of another Church, (wherein, he was 
ſure, were all things neceſary to Salvation,) he thought it very ill, to give that 
ſcandal, as to leave that Church wherein he receiv'd his Baptiſm.

All theſe diſcourſes did but add more to the deſire I had to be a Carholick, 
and gave me the moſt terrible Agonies in the World within my ſelf; For all 
this, fearing to be raſh in a matter of that weight, I did all I could to latisfy 
my ſelf, made it my daily Prayer to God, to ſettle me in the Right ; and ſo 
went on Chriitmaſs-day to Receive in the Kzngs-Chappel : After which, I was 
more troubled than ever, and could never be at quiet, till I had told my de- 
ſign to a Catholick, who brought a Prieſt to me, and that was the firſt I ever 
did converſe with, upon my word. The more I ſpoke to him, the more T was 
confirm'd in my defign ; And, as it is impoſſible for me to doubt the words of 
our Blefſed Saviour, who ſays, the Holy Sacrament is his Body and Blood ; fo 
cannot believe, that He, who is the Author of all Truth, and has promis'd to 
be with his Church to the end of the World, would permit them to give

For My Self, I was never fo much 
inticed with the Glorious Name of a King, or the Royal Authority of a Queen, 
as delighted, that God made me his Inſtrument to maintain his Truth and Glory, 
and defend this Kingdom from diſhonor, damage, Tyranny and oppreſſion. 

Bur ſhould I aſcribe theſs things to My Self or to My Sexly weakneſs, I were 
not worthy to live ; and of all moſt unworthy of the Mercies I have received at 
Gods hands : But to God alone, and to him wholly 1s all given and aſcribed. 

The Cares and troubles of a Crown, I cannot more fitly reſemble, than to the 
Druggs of an pm perfumed with ſome Aromatical favour, or bitter Pills 
gilded over, by which they are made acceptable or leſs offenſive, when indeed they 
are bitter and unpleaſant. As for My own part, were it not for Conſcience ſake 
to diſcharge the duty God hath laid upon Me, and to maintain his Glory, and 
keep you in ſafery, in my diſpoſition I ſhould be. willing to Reſign that place I hold 
to any other, and be glad tobe freed of the Glory with the labour. For it is 
not My defire to Live and Reign longer, than My Life and Reign ſhall be for 
your good; and though you have had, agd may have Mightier and Wiſer Princes 
ſitting on this Seat , yet you never had, nor ſhall have any that will love you 
better. |

We have therefore thought fit, Conform to the 
144 Ad of Parliament 12, King James 6. ro Command and Charge all Our Subjefts, that whenever any unknown Men or Vagabonds happen 
to repair amongſt them, That they with all poſſible ſpeed Certifie any of Our Privy Council, Officers of Our Forces,or any having Truſt under Us 
thereof; With Certification to them, That it they omit the ſame, they ſhall be puniſhed with all Rigor, Conform to the ſaid AR. _ And ſince 
ſeveral of the ſaid Afſaſlinates are known to have been Tenants 1n t'.e Shire of Fife, whoſe Faces will be known to ſuch of the Witneſles as 
were preſent. We hereby Require and Command all the Heretors and Maſters ofthe ſaid Shire of Fiffe and Kinroſſe, to bring their Tenants, 
Cotrars and Servants, living in the reſpective Presbyteries, upon the ſeveral days, and to the places following, viz. To St. Andrews, gc.

And to the end the (aid cruel Murder may be the more 
eafily diſcovered, We do hereby offer and give full afſurance of our Indempnity to any one of the ſaid Affallinates, who ſhall diſcover his Com- 
plices, and ſuch as hounded them out, and preſent payment of the Sum of Ten 1 hoaſand Merks to any who ſhall inform who were the ſaid AC- 
faſſinates, if upon his Information they, or any of them can be apprehended, that they may be brought to condign Puniſhment..

The SeQarian he immediately fiept in too, with Diſputes about the Garments of 
Religion, and muft needs have long Conferences at the Savoy, Whether it were more 
Apoſtolical, a ſhort' Cloak, or a Holland Surplice, &'c. And yet thefc Zealots pretend, 
the Articles of Religion in the Church of Exgland arc ſound. But King Zames, Ire+ 
member, told us, He knew that ſort of men very well,. that they would be always de- 
wanding alterations in Religious Eftabliſhments z but could never agree among them- 
ſelves, what *cwas they would have and be quiet. 

3- Alort of wild fantaſtick men, called Fifth-Monarchy, aroſc to difturb our Peace, 
which would have neither Church nor Monarchy , as cliabliſh'd 3 but overturn all, to 
bring down Our Saviour to reign perſonally amongſt them : and no doubt he would have 
had admir-blc SubjeQts ! 

4- With theſe, in comes a Forrent of Atheiſm and Debauchery, as if a!l ſenſe of Good 
and Evil were quite obliterated out of their mindes, What Curling, Sweating, Who- 
ring, Blaſpheming, even in the tace of the Sun ! all manner of filthineGs, even to a 
Prodigy: And he was no Gentleman, nor Perſon of any Honour, that had not in two 
hours fitting at Wine, invented ſome new modiſh_ Oath, or found out the late Intrigue 
between the L.B. and the L. P. laught at the fopperics of Prieſts, and made Lampoons 
and Droll on the ſacred Scriptures thetmſelves ; This was and is the practice of our young 
Nobility and Gentry, to the great Scandal and Reproach of their Families. 

+, The old Cunning Stateſman obſerving this, ſteps forth, and appears vigorous too, 
on behalf of the Diſcontented 4 ſets up Green-Ribbond-Clubs, and lets fall doubtful In- 
telligence at cach Coffec-houſe,that it may look two ways,and neither true nor underſtood 3 
| has his Emiſlarics every where to whiſper Treaſon and Sedition , {mite the King through 
the Dukes fide, Libel and Lampoon him , make him the Author of the preſent miſeries ; 
Cry out daily of Property and Liberty, that it's like to be invaded 3 when quite contrary , 
their deſigns arc abſolutely bent to invade the Prerogative of their Prince , and render 
him onely the bare Complement of a King, and no morc. Yea, they have of late made 
our Citizens Stateſmen too — whoſe buſineſs Hes quite another way (one would think) 
every little Ale-draper now can tell what the Privy-Councel intend to doa Month hence, 
and what the King ought-todo, &e. Very fine by my troth Well,but the Stateſman 

farther yet , for in the Countrey he appears for all the Difcontented at EleQions for 
os there be recommends God/ineſs in ſuch a man, Courage in another, a« 
gainſt Popiſh and Epiſcopal Plottersz when a man might bave heard of ſome of them thirty 
years ago, violent againti King-Plotters , that is, thoſe Loyal perſons that endeavoured 
the Kings Refiozration. Now, My Lord, we have brought our ſelves toa very tine pals ; let 
me but a litile Animadvert on what I have obſerved , and then propoſe fome Remedies 
for the Cure of our preſent Miſery. 

My Lord, methinks it ſhould have been impoſſible that theſe things ſhould come to paſs 
in our days as we now (ce, when we had groaned twenty years under the ſeveral Ty- 
rannics'of Mechanick Princes, Reformation Workmen, SanCtified Covenanters , Preach»

- But, my Lord, 1 have obſcived among thoſe fort of Men, a (pizit full 
of tfouble and difcontent , let the times be good or bad , for they are and muſt be even as 
they fancy. Traly if Laws wiſely contrived to keep us all quiet , be put inexecution a- 
gainſt'them , oh then, the beloved Doctrine of Perlecution 1s held forth powerfully, to 
uotye the purſe-tirings of the good Women of the Congregation 3 and to lay truth, they 
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have then the beſt harveſt. Well, but if no Law be put in-execution againſt them, ind they 
are permitted to ſay and do what they pleaſe, truly then, one or other of the Biſhoj3s is (af; 
pected Popiſhly inclined, and ſometimes they are all ſo but twa. Then again, it a ſound 
able Preacher of the Church of England, or two, appear againli their toppith way of Preach- 
ing and Canting, (as the worthy Sberlock and Falkger have done)ſo that thereby their Con- 
gregations b:gin to grow thin 3 oh then, a hue and cry goes out againſt them, Seize the 
Arminian, he is departed from the Church of Eyglands*Articles, and its Homihes ; (cize the 
Socinian,that denies the (atisfation of Chritt. So that were not Mr. Sherlock a very tall 
ſtout man, Mr. Falkxer at Lynn, and Dr. Fane under the Protefiant Biſhops proteQion,, 
*tis ten to one but they had been delivered up to the Rabble,as a great man was about 1643+ 
for being (charged with the ſame Crimes. And then they are admirable too at recommend- 
ing Publick Magiſtrates 3 if they were but the Sons of fone of the old Rebellion, and have 
never (© little c19&ture of Fathers crime , but eſpecially if they hunt Jeluits day and night, 
and appear at a Conventicle at leaft once a Lords day 3 that's the Man all the Rabble ſhall 
be poticfſed with 3 he is a precious man to fit in Parliament, to detend us, and promote our 
cauſe agvinſi Popery and Prelacy.

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Will not ftay much upon thoſe Reflections in relation 
to the Earl of Danby, becauſe I doubt not but God will 
clear his Lordihips Innocencie in due time, to the ſhame 
of his Enemies, and to the expoling thole, by whole in- 
ſatiable Malice his great Worth and Honour 1s calumni- 
ated to the Parliament and Kingdom. 

Onely I hope no man can fail in his Obſervation what Sect 
of men his Lordſhip is beholding to tor their good-wills, who 
knew they muſt deſtroy not onely Kings, but ſuch Miniſters as 
his Lordſhip, before they can compleat their Bloudy Retorma- 
tions. For it is well known, not onely tro Me and others who 
have had the honour of ſerving that Lord,but cvcn to the worſt 
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of his Enemies , who are acquainted with him, (if they will 
confels Truth) that no man was ever a greater Affjertor of 
the Church ot Ezgland, (which is the beſt Bulwark againſt Po- 
pc ry) nor any man more Conſtant both in his own Devotions s, 
and in the care of ſecing them duely pertormed'in his F amily ; 
ſo that 1 do not fear but God will reward him acc ordingly. 

A little tirme (when men will bur have patience to be truely

For as a States-man mercly, and 
to fence againſt all thoſe trayterous Stratagems of proſtituting the Honour of his Prince and 
Country, to the deſigns of an Ambitious Neighbour ; or his weak contrivance to enſlave us, 
and rule us by an Army, with other the like half-ſpun, raw, untaking Politicks ; a Pardon for 
Treaſon, Miſpriſion of Treaſon, Confpiracies at home or abroad, and other matters, with which 
the firſt and Pardoning clauſe of his was fill'd, relating to marrers of that nature, would have 
been enough: but it is to be obſerved, that the ſecond reciting clauſe of his, ſeems to Par- 
don him all Felonies, &c. Crimes none bur Murdering-States-men, as he is now thought to 
be, could ever need.

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Nature. But toour firſt point, which is, that Sir_Edwondbsry Godfrey is murther'd, and the Earl 
of Danby, a Priſoner, ftands ſuſpected of it, which hoaw he is cleard from, by his Poctical Ad- 
vocate, we will examing,  __

as well born as himſc!f) with rhe foul and opprobrious names of Kegae, Knave, and mediing- 
Raſcal. And though Murther be ſo execrable a crime, that no Chriſtian can thiok of withour 
horrour and amazement; yet we find-men often-call'd ſo, accus'd, and found guilty of ic ;. 
Nor is there one generous or heroick ation in all the notorious life of Danby recorded, bur 
on the contrary, it has beena ſummary of baſe mgraritude to his firſt Raiſers, and conſtant 
Preſervers, of falſhood and injuſtice ro his Equals, of tyranny and oppreſſion to his Inferiours, | 
of difhonour and Treaſon to. his: Prince and Countrey ; in fine, alife of lies, and infamies,. 
therefore when provok'd, no doubt capable of any the moſt unnatural villanies: and that this. 
may not be thought a'there uncharitable fuggeſtian, I will refer my {elf ro the known cuſtom 
of the honeſt Earl of Lindſey, his Lady's Father, who when he heard any notorious Lie, inre- 
ſpect to his Son in Law's moſt nocable virtue, till would callit an Osboxrs, 

But to follow our Paper, which concludes on a Suppoſition taken from what is proved by 
the Witneſſes againſt thoſealready Executed for the Murder, and thole, he:{ays, have de- 
poſed, he was traced from his own- Houſe towards Zoxdon in the morning, &c, inferring;

Sir Edmond-bury Godfrey, 


Mr. PRANCE, 

Erceiving by ſome late Pamphlets ſe- 
veral Rumors rais'd, as it there were 
endeavours us'd ro aſperſc your Ev:- 
dence in relation to the Death of Sir 

E.B.G. and to lay that Murther upon Himſelf. 

And remembring the conſternation which then 
was in all peoples minds by the Diſcovery ar 
that time of a Dreadful and moſt Horrid Po- 
piſh Plot, which occafion'd divers to report, 
_ moſt to believe (even feveral days before 

the dead Body was found,) That he was Unr- 

aer'd by the Papiſts at Somerſer- houſe. And 
hearing that the Coroners Jary or Inqueſt were 
firſt of Opinion, and accordingly declar d he 
was Felo de Se; And that there was much Art 
and Skill us'd to procure their Verdi to the 
c2ntrary z More particularly, the refuſing of 
the Body (at their Inſtance and requeſt) ro 
be open'd ; and oppoſing the Aſſiſtance of the 

Coroner of Weſtminſter, (who is taken notice 
of to be a Knowing and Impartial Man in the 
Execution of his Office;) who was defir'd to, 
and did attend for that purpoſe, bur was diſ- 
miſt with a Gizey ; telling him, they had no 
need of his Service, 1 made it my buſineſs, 
partly for Yours, but chiefly for the Truths 
ſake, to make a ſtrict Enquiry into the farther 
Cauſes of the aforeſaid Rumours, and do find 
theſe particulars very much urg'd , and Cit- 
cours d uf, (viz.) 


I. In oppoſition to the Evidence of his be- 
ing dog*d up and down, and lodg'd in a great 
Houſe at St. Clements on Satard y the 12 of 
Oftaber 1678. (being the day he was firſt mil- 
ſing.) It is affirm'd he went our of his Houfe 
that vety Satxrday morning about 9 a Clock; 
(which is the laſt rime he ever return d thi- 
ther;) And atout 10 that Forenoon was 1n 
the Fields walking towards A1aryvoue , (in 
which Pariſh his dead Corps was afterwards 
found;) And was there met by a Brewer in 
S Giles s, who diſcours d with-him; And about 
11. of the ſame day he was ſeen paſſing by 
the Lady Cooks Lodgings near the Cock pt ; 
Aﬀier which, he was ſeen in St. Martin's-/ane, 
went by the Church, and down Charch lane 
inco the Strand; About 1, paſled by the dore 
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of one Mr. Ratcliff an Oyl-man in the Strand 
And ſoon after was met in the back Court of 
Lincolr.s [une by two Gentlemen, who obſer- 
ved him to make a ſudden turn, and to go 
out at the back Dore; They went our at thar 
Dore alſo, and did fee him turn the corner 
Wall ; Between which place and Twarn-Stile, 
hz was met by a Barriſter at Law; And that 
a perſon living near Primroſe-Hill , declar'd 
before divers perſons, that he ſaw him about 
3 that Sarzraay in the Afternoon walking in 
thoſe Fields, his uſual Walk being that way. 


II, They fay, the place where and the po- 
ſture wherein he was found, are Very remark» 
able. As to the place; It wasin a Ditch on 
the South fide of Primroſe-hill, ſurrouned 
with divers C/oſes, Fenced with high Mounds 
and Ditches, no Road near, only ſome deep 
dirty Lanes made only for the conveniency 
for driving Cows and ſuch like Carzle in and 
our of the Grounds; And thoſe very Lanes - 
not coming near 500 yards of the place, and 
impoſſible for any Man on Horſe back with 
a Dead Corps betore him at Midnight to ap- 
proach, unleſs Gaps were made ith' Mounds, 
as the Conſtable and his Afſiſtants found by 
Experience when they came on Horſeback 
thither. As to the poſture, his Breaſt was 
Unburron'd, his Waſtcoat and Shirt put by, 
his Sword run in ui:der his left Pap next his 
Skin, the Point coming out at his right Shoul- 
der about 6 Inches, his left Arm doubled un- 
der him, (on which his Head ſeem'd to lea'!.) 
and his right Arm ftitt, ſtretch! cu upon the 
Bank, his Beily and Breaſt being ſupported 
by the ſide of the Bank, his Knees knit toge- 
ther, an4 with his Hips a little bending. Or 
doubling under him. 

And they infer from thence, that he being 


a tall raw-bon'd Man, (after he had been fe- 


veral days dcad,) could never be crooked fo 
as to be cram d inro a Sedan, (which are very 
low built, and difficult to be carry'd with 
proper Braces, mach more as You Evidenc'd 
with Cerds,) then ſtraightncd, and his Legs 
opend, and mounted on Horſe-back , and 
then pur into the poſtu;e he was found ins 
and ſtilien'd again. Hi. Now 
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Vi, Now. although the Matters aforeſaid 
may be ſaid to be only circumſtantial, Yet 
'hey produce undeniable Arguments againſt 
your Evidence, (viz.) They ſay, that if a Man, 
or any other Creature be Strangled, or Hanged, 
and his Body cold, and the Blood ſettled m the 
Veins, (as he muſt needs be if Your Evidence 
be true,) r#un 20 Swords through ſuch a Body, 
not one drop of Blood will come owt : Bur on the 
contrary, his Body when found, was full of 
Blood, infomuch, that (over and above the 
Cakes or great Goblers of congeal'd purrify d 
Blood found afterwards in his C/oaths ) the 
Contable when he pull'd the Sword out of his 
Body, it craſh'd againſt his Back-bone, and 
Gobbers of Blood and Water guſh'd or gub. 
bled out of that Wound in abundance, not 
only in that very place where the Sword was 
pull'd out, but in all his paſſage to the Whize- 
Honſe, eſpecially there where his Body was 
lifted over two high Stumps; and alſo when 
he was laid upon'the Table, the Blood and 
Warer ſo iſſu'd out of that Woun1 , thar ic 
ran from off the Talle upon the Floor, and 
from thence into the Celier; So that they do 
averr, that That Wound that he receiv'd by 
that Sword muſt of neceiity be the caule of 
his Death. And they take notice , that © 
much of the Sword as was in his Body, was 
diſcolour'd and blackiſh; and that part that 
Came out at his back was of a dulliſh colour, 
and the Point thereof was ruſty ; Alſo, thar 
his Cloaths, Belt and Scabbard were wearher- 
hearen to rags; his Body ſtunk ex'remely ; 
his Eys, Noſtrils, and corners of his Mourh 
were Fly-blown; all which muſt naturally 
be by his being ſs long in the Air. 


IV. They ſay, That when a Man is Strangled 
or Hayoed, his Eys will be extorted. his Face 
wll be Frell'd & black ; Whereas His Eys were 
ſhur his Face was pale, only the left parc of 
his Chin, with his Breaſt and Belly being nexr 
the Earth, were putrificd , and look'd of a 
Blue and Grecniſh colour, more eſpecially a- 
bour the Wound ; For that the Blood, when 
hot, running to the Wound, caus'd the grea- 
ter putrefattion in that place; Whenas, if 
the Wound had heen made atrer he was dead, 
and cold, the reſt of his Body would have 
putrify'd as loon, and as much as there. 


V. Thev fav, That the cleanneſs of his Shooes 
makes againſt Tour Evidence ; For his Shooes 
were cleau'd or rather glaz a on the very bot- 
toms of the Soles, occaſion'd by his walking in 
the Graſs, and Gra[1-ſeeds were obſervdto ſtick 
in the Scams of his Shooes ; And beſides. there 


was not one fþeck of Dirt on ti; Cloaths, or Legy, 
not ſo much 4s a Horſe-hair ſticking thereon 
Whereas, the Coxſt.b/e, and thoſe rhat wene 
with him, were dirty'd and moil d up ro the 
very Saddle-skirts, and not eaſily to be cleas 
ned; And Mr. Prarce, you kiow that a tall 
Dead Man on Horſe-back, cannor lift up his 
Legs to ſave them from the Dirt. 


VI. As to the looſeneſs of his Neck, and 
the Rim or Green Circle about it, They ſay 
they are Ridiculous and Impertinent Argu- 
ments againſt ſo many Demonſtrative ones ; 
eſpecially, when there is not a 7ur/e, or anv 
Woman of Age, that hath bury'd any Rela- 
tions, but will rell you irs very common for 
People to die with Necks as looſe as his was: 
And the Rim about his Neck was-ſo far from 
being like one made with a Cravat or Han- 
kerchief , that it ſeems ro be occaſion'd by 
the great heigth & ſtifneſs of his Collar, which 
was faſt Burron'd abour his Neck, and on 
which his Head wreſted, and was unburtron'd 
about 10 of the clock the nexr day, before 
the Coroner or 7ary came. . But if that Rim, 
or thoſe Bruiſes, that Your Evidence ſeems to 
make the cauſe of his Death, were really ſo; 
Then they alledg, that in ſuch caſe, the whole 
Maſs of Blood would have ſettled there, and 
his Neck and Bruiſes would have ſwell'd, and 
have been perfect Black, which was nor in 
His cale. 


VII. They alſo ſay, That all cheſe Matters 
are Notorious, and will be prov'd by divers 
credible and undeniable Eye and Ear Witneſ. 
ſes; And befides, They obſcrve, that Bedlow's 
(before the Committee of Lords,) and Your E. 
vidence in relation to this Gentlemans Death, 
are as different as the Eaſt is from the Weſt 
For You Dogg him out of St Clements; the 
other decoys him from Charing-Croſ: : You 
{wear he was Strangled with a Hankerchief 
near the Stables going to the Water- ſide; 
Fedl»w, that he was Smother'd with a F:ill.w 
1n a Room in the great Comrt in Somerſet -houſe. 
You tav he took Horle at So-ho; Ledlow ſays 
he took Co4ch at Clarenden-houſe, with many 
more ſuck like contraditions; And confide- 
ring the O!4 Proverb, fore-warn d, fore arm d 
A further and fuller account of the whole 
matter Expect, I being loath ati preſent to

& ſeen a prolix, railing , and impertinent 
t amphler, intituled, Sir E. B. G's. Ghoſt, 

and pretended to be an +nſwer to my 

ſaid Letter. And conceiving You are betrer 
acquain:ed wi:h Ghoſts than my ſelf, I thought 
fit ro diret my Anſwer to that Ghoſt ro You, 
and thereby ſhew the ridiculouſneſs thereof,as 
alſo vindicate the Truths contained in my faid 
former Letter, and ſhew You and the world 
further circumſtances to juſtifie the ſame, and 
therefore, according to the method of my for- 
mer Letter, I ſhall procecd by theſe Heads. 


And firſt, not underſtanding what the Ghoſt 
mcans,by arraigning the Juſtice of the Nation, 
unlcls he would allert that all that are legally, 
( are likewile juſtly hanged;) and fo conſe. 
quently , that the Mother and her two Sons 
were ju:ily hanged in Glecefterſhire , for the 
Murder of the Lady Viſcounteſs Campder's 
'Steward, though he afterwards appeared alive; 
And 1 do not find that ever his appearance ar= 
raign'd the Juſtice of the Nation. And remitting 
the conſideration of Mr. Bro:yns,the Chyrurgi- 
ons,and Mrs.Cwrtis'sEvidence in relation to the 
Blood, to its proper place; and affirming, (as 
the truth is,) that Mrs. Celliers , Mrs. Mary 
Gibbon the Newgate Prieſts , james Magragh, 
and all other 1r:ſþ men, or rb Evidences, or 
o:her Papiſt or Papiſts,or Popiſhly afteRed per- 


ſons whatſoever; as allo thoſe concerned in the 
late Sham of his having hang'd himſelf, are 
ſtrangers co, and had nor the leaſt. knowledge 
or intimation of the Contents of my ſaid for- 
mer Letter, nor any way concerned therein, or 
in or with any part.thereof; ( as the ſaid Ghoſt 
moſt falſly and maliciouſlly inſinuates.) 1 rake 
notice that the ſaid Ghoſt ſeems to admir fa 
much of the truth of the ſaid Letter, as that 
it was reported divers days before the dead 
Body was found, that he was murdered in 
Somerſet-houſe by the Papiſts, and which re- 
port was made even the next wes 1h ter he 
was miſſing, ( being Sunday 13 Ofteb- 1678.) 
Now I would fain have thisGhoſt to inform the 
world who firſt raiſed that Report : But as t9

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Next, whereas my Letter faith, (and that 
truly ) that the Coroner's Jury were firſt of 
opinion, and accordingly declared,he was Fe/o 
de ſe, and that much Arr and Skill was uſed 
ro procure their Verdict to the contrary. This 
Ghoſt , inſtead of contradicting that Truth, 
would infinuate,as if that Letter reflected upon 
the Reputation of the Jurors, when as there 
was no ſuch thing imply'd or intended, they 
being known to be honeſt men, of good Repu- 
ration, and free from Fraud or Guile, and con- 
ſequently the caſier tobeover-reach'd, by the 
Cunning of thoſe and that Party , whoſe in- 
tereſt it was todeceive them, and who never 
Jeave any ſtone unturned to attain their de. 
figns. AndI cannot but obſerve how sk.Iful 
and induſtrious theſe People ſtill arc, to hide 
and prevent the truth of that man's Death 
from clearlyappearing and ſhining forth, as 
without doubt 1t would, and muſt do, was not 
the matter now (as tormerly ) puzl-d with 
Legeuls, an! lang Srones, nothing to ihe 
pumrofe An as to the Coroner s Warrant for 
bury ing the V,1v, and recited in the Ghoſt, it's 
Waiwrious they are common Tricks, ufed by 
n.cn of his Frotcfſion, who (if any money is 
like ro come ) will utualiy adjourn the Jury, 
and then make ſuch Warrants, (they knowing, 
thar if the Verdilt be Felo de ſe, it's then out 
of their power to give leave to bury theCorps.) 
And it would be very material, if the Coroner 
would declare what he received for that Jobb, 
and of whom, and what Evidence he had to 
induce the Jury to find (as the Inquifition im- 
Ports ) that he was ſtrangled with a Linen 
Qloth, a matter of FaC(tnever ſo much as ſpo- 
Ken of, until You came in with your Evidence, 
which was nor in ſome weeks after. And1do 
again aver, That the Body was required by 
the Jurors to be opened, and was refuled ; and 
if the Body was in their and the Coroner's 
power, ( as the Ghoſt inſinuates ) ſuch pow- 
er was concealed from, and denied the Jury.

Il, The Ghoſt hath ſo much ingenuity to 
grant the 2 Paragraph of my Letrer,as to the 
place and poſture he was ſound in, but would 
avoid the inaccefſableneſs of the place, pre- 
tending a Lane near, when as that Lane is, in 
effect, unpaſlable, with two on a Horſe, and 
comes not Within 500 yards of the place, and 
the Mounds thither very high, and the Con- 
ſtable and his Aiiſtants, (though they lived in 
the Pariſh,and well knew the way )were forced 
to break a Gap in the Mounds, though they 
were ſingly Hors'd. And whereas the Ghoſt 
alledges, That you do not depoſe he was 
Carried to' the place wholly on Horſe. 
od, he hath run himſelf into a- worſe 

ilem haying made no proyiſion of men 

Seat ; 
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(either as to ſtrength or number) to carry ſo 
great and weighty a Corps, in the dead of the 
night, over ſuch Mounds and Fences ; But let 
all inquiſitive People, dclirous of Truth, take 
the pain: but to go to the place (and that with- 
out any burthen on their hacks) they will ſoon 
be convinced of the Aſſertion of the difficulty 
( if not impoſſibility) of the bringing a Dead 
Corps thither, either on Foot or on Horſeback. 
And the pretenſions of the Ghoſt's, as to the 
limberneſs of the Body and Joynrs, does not 
anſwer that part of my Letter which relates to 
the impoſſibility of his being pur into a Seday, 
For his Body, when found, was ftitt ; fo thar 
w 1at limberneſs happened or appeared after- 
wards, hath no relation to the Qucition, For 
it's a cr ain Maxim, a dead limber Body can- 
not be Riff 'ned. And pray, Mr. Prance, g.ve 
us an account what became of the Sean, and 
the Cords? and how you could carry it with 
Cords ; for the meancſt Sedan-man in Town 
will tcll you it is impracticable, or rather im- 
poſlible ; And you may, it you pleaſe, make 
an experiment with a Cord. 


HI. As to the Body being full of Bloud, when 
found ; the Ghoſt endeavours to diſprove that 
Aſſertion, by the Evidence of Mr. 3rown the 
Conſtable, the two Chyrurgcons and Mrs. Cr- 
tiſs, and produceth the Evidence given at the 
Iryal of Green, Berry and Hil, and an extra- 
judicial Affidavit ſince made by Mr. Brown , 
and another by Mrs. Czrtiſ:, to countenance 
ſuch his denyal. But, Mr. Prazce, (when you 
ſee the Ghoſt } tell him the matter of the 
Bloud will (and 1 aſſure you and all the world 
it wiil ) be proved by divers credible and unde- 
niable {:vidence; And that I may pacihe the 
Ghoſtin the mean timeghe is to underſtand that 
Mr. Brown, the two Chyrurgeons, and rs. 
Cartiſs, are no competent (nor can be mate- 
rial ) Witneſſes in this caſe. For Mr. Brown ; 
as he did a raſh and unaccountable act (to 
give it no worſe name) in removing the Body 
before rhe Coroner and Jury ſaw it, (which 
hath occaſion'd ail this diſpute; ſo he mult 
not think to help himſelf by Afidarits, or to 
Juſtifie one 111 ACt by another ; And befides, as 
he unadviſedly (and contrary to all Law and 
Practice) removed the Body before the Coro- 
nerand Jury came ; ſo he did the ſame in the 
dark, (about Eight a clock at night) when the 
Candle was blown out ; whereby it was im- 
poſſible for him to look for any Bloud, fo as to 
find it 5 And neither he or the Chyrurgeons (by 
any day-light) ſaw the place where the Body 
was found, or where the Sword 'was pulled 
out, until after xo a Clock the next day, be- 
fore which time much of the Bloud was taken 
up, and the reſt crampl'd out of fight by the 


great concourſe of the People which camethi- 
ther. And as for Mrs. Cart;ſs, ſhe only ſaw the 
Body after it was brought home, when 
as the Body was ſtript at the J/hite-Hoſe, and 
a Blanket borrow'd there ro wrap the Body in ; 
So the world may judge of the Truth of her 
Affidavit. But ( Mr Prance) it wil! #2 fully 
proved, that the Body was full Grd and 
that there were Cakes or Gobbet®of dry Bloud 
tound in his Cloaths, which (with his Body) 
ſtunk extremely. And it will be alſo tully and 
ctteCtually proved, that his Eyes, Noſtrils, and 
Corners of his Mouth, were Fly. blown; tho' 
the Ghoſt (withour theleaſt colour of reaſon) 
pretends it to be contrary to Nature and Rea. 
lon; when as common experience daily evin- 
ces the contrary. And I do obſerve, that the 
Ghoſt omits to take notice of Two material 
Circumltances in this 34. Paragraph, ( viz.) 
The firſt as tothe Swords craſhing againſt the 
Back-bone : Theſecond, as to that part of the 
Sword which was in his Body being diſcolou- 
red, And pray, Mr. Prance, do You ( or the 
Gioſt) give the reaſons thereof, and of its 
Point being Ruſty ; Asalſo, what was, or cold 
be the cauſe of the Spots in the Shirt, Waſt- 
coat and Drawers, of Grecaiſh Colour, men- 
tioned in Mrs, Curtifjes \fiavit, 


IV. As tothe 4eh. Paragraph of my Letter, 
I perceive the Gholt adinits, that when a man 
1s Strangled or Hinged, his Eyes vill he exror- 
ted ; and admits, that Sir E, B God'rey's Eyes 
(when found ) were ſhut ; only he ſeems to 
quarrel with the colour of his Face ; And, ſee- 
ing he admits his Face not Black (as all Han- 
ged mens are, when cold) I care not to con- 
reſt, whether his Face was Pale or Ruddy, or 
a little Swell'd, or nor, thoſe being very incon- 
fiderable Circumſtances. But his denying the 
putrefaCtion charged in that Paragraph, and 
the conſequences deduced from thence, is not 
only a great untruth, but is direftly oppoſite to 
the Evidence given by Mr. Sklard, at the Try- 
al betore mentioned. Page 37, 38. 


V. As to the 5rb. Paragraph ; The Ghoſt is 
ſo far from anſwering the Afertions therein, 
as that he only quibbles at words ; and beg- 
ging the Queſtion, deduces thence impertinent 
and ridiculous Arguments.

VI. As to the fixth Paragraph, Pray Mr. 
Prance te\] the Ghoſt, his ailog againſt Popiſh 
Nurſes and Popiſh M:qwives is 1:0 anſwer to 
theAllerijons in that Paragraph : for all the wo- 
men in the Town are comperen! Judges there- 
of, an"'I hope che Ghoſt will noc lay they are 
allPajiſts But pray tell the Ghoſt he rakes 
no notice of the heighth of the Collar, and its 
being faſt button'd about his Neck when found. 
Nor the concluſion of that Paragraph ; ad 
therefore I ſuppoſe he admits it to be all true.

You were informed, yet You and He ſwear the 
Informations were received from the Perſons 
actually concerned in the Murder , and who 
tad confidence enough in Mr. Bedlow (though 
he refuſed 400ol. to help to kill him,and 2000/ 
ro help carry him away,) as to ſhew him the 
dead Bondy, and fo were under no t.mptation 
of miſ-informing either him or your ſclf.

ſhall give them to underſtand, that it's no won- 
der a man in Sir E. G's circumſtances, ſhould 
kill himſelf, ſuch acciden's being no News to 
that Family, wherein Melancholly and Diftra- 
ion (that often produces ſuch etfeCts,) hath 
been predominant , anq4 might occaſion the 
words he ſpake to Sir Tho. Robinſon, as to his 
being the firſt Martyr. 


And now, Mr. Prance, for a Conclufion, If 
you were guilty of the murder of Sir E. BZ. G,

at home : We have a little Siſter, and ſhe hath 
no Breaſts, what ſhall we,dojor our S/ter 37!

day when ſhe ſhall be ſpoken for ? If ſhebeaWall, 
we will build on ber a Palace of Silver; if ſhe be 
a Door, we will incloſe her with boards of Cedar. 
We have ſeveral irle Siſters without Breaſts; 
tne French Proteſtant Churches, the two 
Kingdoms of /rcland and Scotland ; the Fo- 
reign Proteſtants are a Wall, the onely Wall 
and Defence ro England; upon it you may 
build Palaces of Silver, glortous Palaces. The 
Protection of the Protzitants abroad, isthe 
reate!i Power and Security the Crown of 
E::1lend can attam to, and which canonely 
he'ous to give check to the growing greatneſs 
of France. Sectland and Ireland are tio Doors 

either 
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cither to let in Good or Miſchief upon us ; 
they are much” weakned by the Artifice of 
our cunning Enemies, and weought to incloſe 
them with boards of Cedar. 

Popery and Slavery, like two Siſters, go 
hand in hand, ſometimes one goes firſt, ſome- 
times the other, in a-doors, but the other is 
always following cloſe at hand. 

In England, Popery was to have brought in 
Slavery; in Scotland, Slavery went before, and 
Popery was to follow. 

I do not think your Lordſhips or the Par- 
liament have Juriſdiction there. It is a Noble 
and Ancient Kingdom ; they have an 1liuſtri- 
ous Nobilicy, a Gallant Gentry, a Learned 
Clergy; and an underſtanding worthy people; 
but yet we cannot think of Ezglzrd as we 
ought, without reflecting on the Condition 
therein. They are under the ſame Prince, and 
the Influence of the ſame Favourices and 
Councils: when they are hardly dealr with, 
can we that are the Richer expect better u- 
ſage > for *tis certain, that in all Abſolute 
Governments, the pooreſt Countreys are al- 
ways moſt favourably dealt with. 

When the Ancient Nobility and Gentry 
there, cannot enjoy their Royalties, their 
Shrevaidoms. and their Stewardies, which 
they and their Anceſtors have poſleſled tor 
ſeveral hundreds of years, but that now they 
are enjoyned by the Lords of the Council to 
make Depurations of their Authorities to ſuch 
as are their known Enemies ; 

Can we expect to enjoy our Magna Charta 
long under the ſame Perſoas and Admini- 
ſtration of Afﬀairs? If the Council-Table 
there can Impriſon any Noble man or Gen- 
tleman for ſeveral years, without bringing 
him to Tryal, or giving the leaſt reaſon for 
what they do ; can we expect the ſame men 
will preferve the Liberty of the Subject 
here ? 

I will acknowledge, I am not well vers'd 
in the particular Laws of Sco:land ; but this 
I do know, that all the Northern Countries 
have by their Laws an undoubred and invio- 
lable Righrc to their Liberties and Proper- 
ties; yet Scotland hath out-done all the 
Eaſtern and Southern Countries, in having 
their Lives. Liberties and Eſtates ſubjeted 
to the Arbitrary Will and Pleaſure of thoſe 
that Govern. They have lately plundered 
and harraſſed the richeſt and wealthieſt 
Countries of that Kingdom, and brought 
down the barbarous High-landers to devour 
them ; and all this almoſt without a colour- 
able pretence to do it : Nor can there de 
found a reaſon of State for what they have 
done ; bat-that thoſe wicked Miniſters de- 
fizned to procure a Rebellion at aty rate, 
which, as they managed, was onely prevent- 
ed by the miraculous Hand of God, or 0- 
therwilſe all the Papiſts in England would have 
been Armed, and the faireſt opportunity gi- 
ven in the juſt time, for the Execution 0 thax | 
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Wicked and Bloody deſign the Papiſts had | 
and it is not poſſible for any man that dulyf 
conſiders it, to think other, but that tho, 
Miniſters that acted that, were as guilty © 
the Plot, as any of the Lords that are in que- 
ſtion for ir. 

My Lords, I am forced to ſpeak this tr. 
plainer, becauſe, till the preſſure be fully ar 
clearly taken off from Scorland, 'tis not poſli- 
ble for me,” or any thinking man to tRheve 
that good is meant us here- 

We mult ſtill be upon our guard, appre 
hending, that the Principle is not changed at 
Court, and that thoſe men that are ſtil] in 
Place and Anthoricy, have that Influence up- 
on the mind of our Excellent Prince, that he 
1s not, nor cannot be that to us, that his own 
Nature and Goodnels would incline him to. 

I know your Lordſhips can order nothing 
in this ; but there are thoſe that hear me, can 
put a perfect Cure to it : until that be done, 
the Scortiſh Weed -1s like Death in the Por, 
Ators in Olla. But there is ſomething too,now 
I con{ider,that moſt immediately concerns us, 
their Act of Twenty twoithouſand men to be 
ready to invade us upon all occafions. This, 
I hear, that the Lords of the Council there 
have treated as they do all other Laws, and 
expounded it into a ſtanding Army of Six 
thouſand men. I am ſure we have reaſon 
and right to beſeech the King, that that Act 
may be better confidered in the next Parlia- 
ment there. TI thall ſay no more for Scorland 
at this time, I am afraid your Lord(hips will 
think I have ſaid too much, having no-con- 
cern there ; but if a French Noble-man thould 
come todwell in my Houſe and Family, I 
ſhould think it concerned me to ask whar he 
did in France; for if he were there a Felon, 
a Rogue, a Plunderer, I ſhould defire him to 
live elſewhere; and I hope your Lordihips 
will do the {ame thing for cl1e Nation, it you 
find the ſame caule. . 

My Lords, give me leave to {peak two or 
three words concerning our Siſter, Ireland : 
thither, I hear, is ſent Douglas s Regiment, to 
ſecure us againſt the French. Belides, 1 am 
credibly informed, that the Papiſts have their 
Arms reſtored, and the Proteltants are not 
many of them yet recovered from being the 
ſuſpedted Party ; the Sea-Towns, as well ,

In a Plain and True Charafter of Him. 


DAICHARD THOMPSON wasdeſcended of Honeſt Proteſtant Parentage 
J both by Father and Mothers fide : and whilſt he was yer but very Green in 
years, he was ſent by them from Wakejeld-School in Torkſhrre, about the year, 
1663. unto Vniver/tty Colledge in Oxford, and thereof he was a Member and 
Tz a Scholar in the Old Foundation, by the ſpace of ſix or ſeven years. 
Before he had tully performed his Exerciſe tor his Maſters Degree ( which he afterwards 
went to compleat at Cambridge, foraſmuch as he took himſelf unjuſtly pur by a Fellowſhip in 
Pn. Coll. Oxon ) he cntred into Deacons Orders, Dr. Fuller Biſhop of Lincoln Ordaining tw 
in S. Margarets Church Weſtminſter, about the year 1668. and he received his Orders of 
Prie;:hood from the fame hands in King Henry the Seventh's Chappel, the fourtecnth of 
March, 1670. 

He was no ſooner thus qualified but he was'ent by the zhen Preſident of Mazdalen Col- 
ledge, the Reverend Dr. 7 homas Perce, to ſerve in his Cure of Brington in Northampton- 
ſhire, and continued rhere ſome years, not without ſome ſpecial Marks of Favour from the 
Rijoht Honourable the Earl of Suzderland, who lived in thar Pariſh. 

ut Dr. Pierce being made Dean of Sarum, about rhe year 1675. he quitted that Curacy, 
as the other did his Living, and went upon Invitation given him, to live with the Dean 
in his own Houſe at Sarum ; where he ſoon after in the year 1676. beſtowed upon him, 
Firſt a Prebe»d, and then a Preſentation to St. Mariesin Marlborough. Inthe year following, 
1677. he Travelled with Mr. Jo: Norborne, of Calne in Wiltſhire: But before he had 
ſpent full rwelve months in France with him, he was recalled back into Exg/and upon 
r Oy of Bedminſter by Briſtol, which is the Name of that Living whereof he is now 
Pofleft. 

Whilſt he was abroad, he neither S:«ded at St. Dmers, nor Ooway, neither ever ſaw 
thoſe Places, neither ever Travelled over any part of Flanders or Jtaly, bur of France 
only. 
Js Paris chiefly, ( and in the Academy of Monſieur Foubert a Proteſtant ) he ſpent near 
ſeven months of the time he ſtayed there. And all rhat time frequented the Engii/h Em- 
baſſadors Chappet, received the Sacrament whenever it was adminiſtred, Prencht twice, and 
Read Prayers often in that Chappel during his ſtay there, | 

At Gien upon the Loyre, he ſojourned in Monſieur Du Paizy, the Proteſtant Miniſters 
Houſe, and all the time he ſtayed there, ( which was about fix weeks, ) he went conſtantly 
to the Proteſiant Church, and to that only : And moreover, received the Sacrament from 
Monfiewr Du Taizyes Hands, chiefly to make the Papiſts there deſpair of warping him to 
their Commuion, unto which he had been ſallicited by ſome offers of Preferment. 

At Blois he frequented the Proteſtant Charch in like manner, and lodged in a Proteſtants 
Hoaſe by the ſpace of fix weeks more, and zever lodged in a Papiſts, but when the Neceſſities 
of Travel would admit of no other. |

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Yet he doth not deny buthe ſought curioufly the Acquaintance of any men wore {mes 
than other, within thc ſeveral Orders that arc 1 the Church of home, 1s Weil a3 ot that oy 
the Proteſtant Churches. And that he trequently heard the Peres Brurdalon and Monellrics 
(as well as the Reverend Clode and Dave, &c. ) toraſmuch as they were great Maſters 
of the Language, anc of the Pulprt. 

He doth nor deny, burthat he ſaw aſs performed 7wice or thrice, whilſt he was alrogdt, 
( having never ſeen it performed In England, ) Bur faith 'twas C arto/it y, nor Relto1on carricd 
him thither. And that he only went to See and O4/crre, not to /artake, and much fols 
to Aſt ar thar Moſt Jdolatrous Sacrifice, 

He declareth that hc is fo tar from being Staggered in his Re/r3/on, by what he {ir, thar 
he is but the more Confirmed and Rooted in it. And ſhall choole ro live our of an 1/z3r- 
Basket, within the Communion of the Church of Enpland, rather rhan be tempted by the 
Offer of any / 'referment ( be it never ſo Great ) to Apoſtatize trom /ler. : 

Since his return in Erg/and, 1678. He hath made it his By/rmefs more than ever, to ſerve 
this Churches Intereſt; and Lives and Atts in all humble Obedience unto a/ Her Las 
Owas Her Z/omiltes and Articles, the Standard of Truc Proreſtant Religion. Bath fre. 
quently Subſcribed to them, and to the Book of Canons and Conſtitutions, and pcrnaps tow 
men vary leſs, from the Rubrick in pertorming all che Offices contained within the Book 


of Common-Prayer. 
He hath taken the Oaths of AZegzance anc Supremacy at leaſt Eight ſeteral times, as his 


Circun, tances have required him, and how he hath Preacht anu Acted in Coniormity 
thereto, there are Thoulands in the Ciry of Bri/to/ will bear him witneſs. [ 

He hath hitherto refuſed no Tells to aſſure him ro rhe Governme»?, tor a True ÞP20- 
teftant, and is farther ready to embrace any future Teſts, that (hall lawfully be im- 


poſed on him. 

So what "tis mightily to be wordred ar, How it comes about that he is 7raduced for a 
Pap!j:, or any ways Popiſhly Aﬀetted. 

For, beſides that even his Eremies that wow perſecute him, cannot deny, bur though he 
be very Toung, yet he leadeth a moſt Strict and Severe Lite, and fomeway An/irerabe ro 
his High Charatter and Calling : He hath a Cloud of Friends to atreſt that he hath been 


always moſt Irduſtrious to ſerve the King and the Church of England, notwithilanving rhe 
Many Difficulties which he hath had to wre/t/e with, and fome more than Ordinary Diſ- 


couragements too, ſince he came to Briſtol.
